Recreational drug abuse 
should be addressed as a 
regular part of HIV pre¬ 
vention, participants at a 
crystal methamphetamine 
(speed) symposium con¬ 
cluded last Thursday, 
March 9. 


The symposium, attended by 
about 70 people at the Women’s 
Building, triggered plans for a sec¬ 
ond and probably bigger meeting 
on the subject in the near future, 
according to Matthew Denckla, 
who moderated the panel. Plans 
for the second meeting are not 
final, but “in the works,” he said. 

Participants came to a consen¬ 
sus that it was necessary for the 
success of HIV prevention efforts 
to address substance abuse, 
Denckla told the B.A.R. “The bur¬ 
den is on all of us to integrate those 
two problems,” he said. “They are 
strongly related. 

“Without bashing [users], more 
needs to be done.” 

A recent study that asked gay 
and bisexual men about crystal use 
found eight percent of Chicago 
respondents and six percent of 
Denver respondents admitted 
using methamphetamine once or 
more in the last year. 

The figure in San Francisco was 
33 percent. 

Calling substance use and HIV 
“a pressing issue,” Denckla indi¬ 
cated he personally would become 
active in an ad hoc working group 
in the city looking at the wide¬ 
spread problem of crystal metham¬ 
phetamine. ▼

Needle Exchange Vindicated in Oakland 

Jurors Acquit Volunteers on Public Health Grounds

Lawyers effectively swayed an 
Alameda County jury to find five 
volunteers not guilty on 12 
charges of illegal distribution of 
hypodermic needles to Oakland 
drug addicts. 

During a swift three-hour deliberation, 
jurors decided that efforts by Alameda 


County Exchange volunteers to stop the 
dangerous escalation of HIV infection 
among injection drug users were necessary 
for overall public health goals. 

One of the attorneys, J. David Ship, said, 
“I tried to put a very simple theme to this 
case, and that was that the.se people were 
out saving lives.” 

The case has been closely watched by 
AIDS activists and many government offi¬ 
cials who hoped a vindication of the defen¬ 


dants would free up needle exchange efforts 
in Alameda County. One sign of concilia¬ 
tion by District Attorney Thomas Orloff’s 
office came immediately after the verdict’s 
announcement. “You know it’s not person¬ 
al,” prosecuting attorney John Brouhard 
told defendant Amy Shutnik. 

At press time no formal announcements by 
OrlofiF had been made. Phone calls to his office 
by the Bay Area Reporter'M&ni unanswered.

On Saturday, March 11 
Governor Pete Wilson, who 
is apparently considering a 
run for the Republican 
presidential nomination, 
overturned a three-month 
old state policy that makes 
it easier for lesbians, gays, 
and other un-married cou¬ 
ples to adopt children. 

The action was immediately 


denounced by gay activists as 
“cynical” and a “political ploy” to 
“pander” to the radical right. 

Previously the Bureau of 
Adoption had followed a 1987 pol¬ 
icy that unmarried people could 
not adopt, according to attorney 
Roberta Bennett, who has prac¬ 
ticed family and adoption law for 
18 years. That evolved into a poli¬ 
cy issued last December by the 
Department of Social Services that 
released licensed agencies from 
denying adoptions based solely on 
the applicant’s marital status. To 


get around the legal nightmare and 
let same sex couples adopt, the 
adoption bureau created a policy 
called “limited consent,” whereby 
the social worker granted adoption 
based on the “merits as it concerns 
the best interest of the child.” The 
legal parent, usually the biological 
mother, could then allow another 
adult to adopt her child without 
giving up her legal rights. Thus if 
the relationship is terminated, the 
“add on” parent can sue for or win 
custody with the same “force and

Bashing Victim’s Good 
Samaritans Get Awards of Merit

Mayor Frank Jordan will honor three San 
Francisco men this afternoon, Thursday, March 16 
for their heroism in coming to the assistance of a 
gay man who was savagely bashed last month. 

Kirk Herrera, Benjamin Helfond, and Jim 
Hinkle will each receive official Awards of Merit 
from Jordan for their roles in aiding Jim McGrath, 
who was taunted, spit on, and slugged in the face 
by a Juvenile and an adult accomplice as he was 
walking to a corner store in his Hayes Valley 
neighborhood February 12. 

McGrath, 36, was walking to a corner store at 
Hayes and Steiner when he was approached by a 
17-year-old juvenile and an adult. 

'The juvenile allegedly began taunting him with 
anti-gay comments, including '‘You faggots aren’t 
going to get my kids,” and spit on McGrath. 

After McGrath yelled for help, the juvenile 
allegedly punched him in the face. 

Herrera, Helfond, and Hinkle came to 
McGrath’s assistance and chased the assailants to 
a nearby house, where the 17-year-old reportedly 
reappeared brandishing a meat cleaver. 

Police later found the pair hiding under a van in 
the neighborhood. 

McGrath, who received ten stitches in his right 
eyebrow as a result of the anti-gay incident, said 
the trio richly deserve the official thanks. 

“I feel really good about this,” he said. “They 
really did stick their necks out. 

“The [suspects] didn’t really want to be taken 
down, and fought back,” he added. 

Lingering psychological effects 

Although McGrath’s physical injuries have 
healed, he told the Bay Area Reporter he stills suf¬ 
fers some emotional and psychological after¬ 
effects from the gay bashing, and will be seeing a 


therapist to help resolve some of the psychic trau¬ 
ma from the attack. 

McGrath says that he’s also not especially 
looking forward to taking time off from his job to 
attend the trial, but says that it’s important that 
victims of anti-gay assaults follow through with 
prosecuting assailants. 

“It has to be done.” he said. “If we don’t, they 
might think it’s excusable and that they can get 
away with it.” 

McGrath says that he’s gotten some criticism 
from people who question the press attention over 
the incident, and think that he should keep a lower 
profile despite press inter¬ 
est in the case. 

“It isn’t a lot of fun. I 
don’t particularly enjoy it,” 
McGrath said. 

“It’s important to send a 
message that acts of vio¬ 
lence against individuals 
will not be tolerated,” said 
Robert Oakes, Jordan’s 
lesbian and gay liaison. 

“These men came to the 
assistance of a citizen and 
Jim McGrath helped capture individuals 

who are charged with hate 

- crimes and assault. It’s 

important that they be 
acknowledged for what they did.” he told the 
BA.R. 

The juvenile in the case will be the subject of a 
Thursday, March 30 hearing before San Francisco 
Superior Court Judge Donna Hitchens, to deter¬ 
mine whether he meets the criteria for being tried 
as an adult on the felony charges. 

Both suspects in the case remain in police cus¬ 
tody on the hate crimes and felony assault 
charges. V

AT&T, a pioneer among 
large corporations in banning

chair. 

“The conference is a profes¬ 
sional development opportunity 
embracing diversity, promoting 
personal growth, creating new 
partnerships, and stimulating 
positive action in the AT&T 
global community,” Parso and 
Lynn Jones said in a joint state¬ 
ment. The co-chairs also point¬ 
ed out that in 1975 AT&T led 
the way in adopting progressive 
employment policies banning 
discrimination based on sexual 
orientation. 

Guest speakers for the con¬ 
ference include Rev. Mel 
White, Dean of the Cathedral of 
Hope in Dallas (released from

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Botkin Bashing Suspect 
Pleads No Contest/Guilty

The Massasoit Street resident of Bernal 
Heights accused of assaulting Bay Area 
Reporter columnist Michael Botkin last 
December pleaded no contest last week to 
a misdemeanor hate crime and was sen¬ 
tenced to community service and proba¬ 
tion. 

According to Assistant San Francisco 
District Attorney Jim Chou, Darin De La 
Houssaye’s plea of no contest was part of a 
negotiated disposition of the case. 

Under California law, no contest pleas 
are entered as guilty pleas for sentencing 
purpose. In exchange for the plea to the 
hate crime, misdemeanor assault charges 
against De La Houssaye, 27, were dropped 
and he received three years probation for 
the crime. He was also sentenced to com¬ 
plete 150 hours of community service and 
is required to receive psychotherapy as a 
condition of his probation. 

Botkin told the B.A.R. that he felt the 
disposition was probably the “best we 
could do given the lack of interest in the 


case.” 

De La Houssaye is also the subject of a 
restraining order that orders him to stay at 
least 150 yards away from Botkin, a per¬ 
son with AIDS, at all times. 

The December 21 anti-gay attack 
occurred after Botkin confronted De La 
Houssaye and another individual about ille¬ 
gally riding motorcycles in Bernal Park. 
Botkin said he was hit and kicked by the 
assailant, who used anti-gay slurs during 
the attack. 

Botkin said he told De La Houssaye 
that he. had AIDS before he was struck. De 
La Houssaye was arrested a week after the 
attack. 

Botkin has been critical of the criminal 
justice system in apprehending and prose¬ 
cuting De La Houssaye. He says he carries 
pepper spray as a self-defense weapon 
now, and goes to the park armed with a 
cellular telephone and a copy of the 
restraining order against De La Houssaye. 

Botkin and his life partner have also 
purchased, and have learned to use, a shot¬ 
gun. T

Migden 
Asks for 
Crypto 
Hearing

Concern over Congressional 
Republicans’ proposals to 
reduce Federal Clean Water Act 
restrictions, and their possible 
detrimental effects on San 
Francisco’s water supply, 
prompted Supervisor Carole 
Migden on Tuesday, March 14 
to request a board of supervi¬ 
sors hearing on cryp- 
tosporidum. 

A date for the hearing is 
pending, her office said. 

“San Franciscans would be 
taking a great risk each time 
they turned on their faucets if 
such restrictions were 
removed,” Migden said. “It is 
critical that we continue to reg¬ 
ulate our water supply and take 
the necessary precautions to 
ensure that San Franciscans are 
safe from potentially deadly 
parasites.” 

Cryptosporidium is a para¬ 
site that causes cryptosporidio- 
sis, a crippling infection for 
people living with HIV and 
other medically vulnerable pop¬ 
ulations, including children and 
the elderly. For people with 
severely compromised immune 
systems, the disease is incur¬ 
able and ultimately fatal. 

Migden’s office said that 
while Hetch Hetchy is currently 
under state order to filter all 
water for crypto until 1999, the 
recent proposals in Washington 
could have a devastating impact 
in San Francisco if restrictions 
are loosened. “In 1993, Cryp¬ 
tosporidium was discovered in 
Hetch Hetchy water supplied to 
the Bay Area, which reaches an 
estimated 1.5 million people,” 
Migden’s office reported. That 
concern is disputed by Anson 
Moran, general manager of the

AIDS Caregiver Charges Real 
Estate Agent with Vehicular Attack

A local real estate agent has 
been sued in San Francisco 
Municipal Court for allegedly 
driving her Mercedes Benz over 
an AIDS caregiver’s foot during 
a 1993 dispute over a parking 
space. 

The case went to trial after 
the California State Automobile 
Association, which insures the 
real estate agent, rejected a non¬ 
binding arbitration award of 
$7,500 to the caregiver. CSAA 
rejected the settlement on the 
grounds that the “case lacks any 
evidence of real injury.” 

“CSAA should be ashamed 
of themselves,” said attorney 
Carey Silverman, who repre¬ 
sents plaintiff Georgette Beainy 
in the lawsuit against agent 
Marla Caplan. 

“They’re disgusting,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “They 
offered such a little amount of 
money to settle this.” 

A CSAA claims adjuster ini¬ 
tially offered a mere $5(K) to set¬ 
tle the case, but Beainy now 
seeks $25,000 in damages - the 
largest judgment that can be 
obtained in Municipal Court. 

Silverman said that any 
funds obtained by Beainy 
through a jury verdict in the 
case would be donated to Most 
Holy Redeemer AIDS Support 
Group. 

Beainy is on the AIDS ser¬ 
vice group’s board of directors. 

Caplan’s attorney Cynthia 
Clark of Bennett and Yee 
declined to discuss the case with 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

“I will be happy to talk to 
you at the conclusion of the 
case, but I really can’t comment 
on it right now,” Clark said. 

According to Silverman, 
Caplan has denied the incident 
occurred. 

Silverman, however, claims 
to have evidence - a shoe with a 
tire tread-blackened shoelace - 
as well as the word of eyewit¬ 
ness Harry Johnson, a Bank of 
California assistant vice presi¬ 
dent and member of the board of 
directors of Catholic Charities. 

Johnson, also an AIDS care¬ 


giver, was with Beainy, the par¬ 
ents of the late Andy Eubanks, 
and another man when the inci¬ 
dent happened on October 24, 
1993. 

Eubanks had recently died of 
AIDS, Johnson told the B.A.R., 
and he and Beainy were helping 
his parents remove the personal 
effects of their son from a 
Shanti-subsidized residence in 
Diamond Heights when Caplan 
pulled her Mercedes into the 
driveway. 

“The movers and we were 
checking to insure that the truck 
and cars were loaded and secure 
and that we were ready to 
leave,” he recalled. “Ms. Caplan 
got out of her car and in a very 
hostile manner began demand¬ 
ing to know who all the cars 
belonged to and demanding that 
they be moved immediately, as 
she was having an open house 
and people would be arriving 
soon,” Johnson said. 

According to Johnson, 
Caplan said that because the 
group “wasn’t cooperating” she 
was going to proceed with the 
open house in an adjacent con¬ 
dominium, and that they would 
then have trouble getting out. 

Beainy told the Bay Area 
Reporter that she could see 
Caplan was “uptight,” and 
explained the situation to her. 

“I tried to give her an out,” 
she said. 

“Ms. Caplan then sarcastical¬ 
ly said that she hoped we 
weren’t ‘bringing the body out’ 
then. We were all stunned by her 
insensitivity and lack of respect 
and told her so,” Johnson said. 

Caplan allegedly stormed 
off, leaving her two French 
poodles in the Mercedes, and 
repeatedly ignored the group 
when they were ready to go 
later. 

“I called her again and told 
her to move the car or I’d let her 
dogs out,” Johnson admitted. 

Caplan then allegedly came 
out of the condominium she was 
readying for presentation, and 
said she hoped Beainy’s “body 
would be the next one brought 
out” of the Shanti residence, 
Johnson said. 


Caplan screamed the com¬ 
ment within earshot of 
Eubanks’ parents, Beainy 
charged. 

“I was really embarrassed for 
the parents,” Beainy said. “I told 
Mr. and Mrs. Eubanks that peo¬ 
ple in San Francisco don’t act 
this way,” Beainy said. 

Beainy also told Caplan that 
she was “the rudest, most evil 
person she had ever met,” 
Johnson said. 

“I could see her lips” 

“She got in the car, and 
instead of backing straight out 
of the driveway she looked at 
Georgette and I could her lips 
mouthing words (but could not 
hear them since she was inside 
the car) and then she suddenly 
turned the steering wheel hard 
to the right as she began to move 
the car.” 

She also, according to wit¬ 
nesses, flipped her middle fin¬ 
ger at Beainy. 

“We yelled at her to watch 
out, but she had already struck 
Georgette with the front left 
fender and ran over Georgette’s 
toes, and drove away in the 
direction of the Diamond 
Heights Shopping Center,” 
Johnson said. 

Caplan “maliciously and 
intentionally wielded her auto¬ 
mobile as a weapon,” Johnson 
charges. 

“My foot is not that bad. The 
issue is not my foot,” Beainy 
said. “I’m 58 years old. She 
gave me the finger, and she ran 
over my foot. She absolutely 
denies it.” 

The case is expected to go to 
the jury in Department 6 of San 
Francisco Municipal Court this 
week. 

A California Department of 
Real Estate information special¬ 
ist told the B.A.R. that C. Marla 
Caplan, of Property 
Professionals - located at 51 
Topaz Way in San Francisco - is 
licensed with the agency. 

According to the DRE, 
Caplan has been in the real 
estate business for more than 25 
years, and has had no action 
taken against her license. ▼

Starlite Distress: Authorities Investigate Storage Co. Losses

The California Public 
Utilities Commission (PUC) is 
investigating circumstances sur¬ 
rounding loss of property by 
families and individuals using 
storage facilities at Starlite 
Moving and Storage, which had 
been located at 5700 Third 
Street in the city. 

The storage firm, which 
had a sizable gay and lesbian 
clientele and advertised in the 
gay press, has apparently gone 
out of business, and those who 
had belongings stored there 
have been unable to get them 
back. 

Witnesses said the building 
had been emptied out and the 
phone disconnected. 

Investigator Larry McNeely, 
with the special investigations 
unit of the PUC, told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “We’re very con¬ 
cerned and distressed, based on 
what the public has told us. 

“A recent interview with two 
customers increased our alarm 
and concern,” he added. 

McNeely said at least two 
complaints have been filed, 
and he believed four or five 
additional individuals or fami¬ 
lies would be affected with loss 
of furniture and personal 
effects. 

Gay businessman A1 
Jenkins, who owned Starlite, 
told the B.A.R. he sold Starlite 
last fall to Ken Sato, whom he 
said was subsequently evicted 
by landlord Ken Tran earlier 
this year. 

“We’re holding Jenkins 
responsible,” PUC Investigator 
McNeely responded. “The 
owner of the building also has a 
vicarious liability,” he said. The 
PUC would try to restore the 
missing property to the rightful 
owners, he indicated. 

Mr. Jenkins’s 
prior history 

“Mr. Jenkins is known to us,” 
McNeely said. “He previously 
lent his PUC moving license to 
two people in Berkeley who vic¬ 
timized a large number of peo¬ 
ple [there]. 

“We filed criminal action 
against those people and got 
convictions in Alameda and 
Contra Costa Counties,” 
McNeely said. 

When people store their fur¬ 
niture and items of great senti¬ 
mental value they have the right 
to assume it is kept in a very 
safe fashion, McNeely said. He 
and other investigators were 
aware that the storage lockers at 
Starlite had been broken into, 
and “someone has been loot¬ 
ing,” he added.

San Francisco resident Ed 
Smith, who had belongings 
stored at Starlite, told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “ A lot of people 
have gotten ripped off really 
bad.” 

Investigators urged persons 
who have or recently had items

“Rather a 
Frightening Thing” 


s we were putting this 
issue of the B.A.R. to 
bed, we got the news 
, sv that angry demonstra- 
tors had mobbed Newt 
Gingrich’s office in 
anti-gay Cobb County, Georgia. For 
about 45 minutes, they yelled “Boot 
Newt” through bullhorns, and, 
according to the office’s mealy- 
mouthed Press Secretary Allan 
Lipsett, chanted “the other usual slo¬ 
gans” in an effort to get their point 
across. 

The protesters were impolite, arro¬ 
gant, and completely insensitive to the 
needs of Gingrich staffers. Two were 
so obnoxious, in fact, they were 
arrested. 

Whoever they were, we salute 
them. 

They were there to complain about 
Gingrich’s anti-labor views, and not 
the homophobia that spews out of his 
mouth like sewage, but they are our 
friends, nonetheless: they got Lipsett 
to acknowledge that “It’s rather a 
frightening thing to have all of these 
people pouring into the office shout¬ 
ing and screaming.” 

Good. 

We hope Mr. Lipsett is aware they 
were only the beginning. 

It’s about fime the message was 
made clear to the GOP that for a 
Contract to be made with America, it 
must be with Americans, and not just 
the rich and powerful ones they would 
like to socialize with. 

Say it loud, everyone: “Ich bin ein 
American.” 

It isn’t necessary to travel to Cobb 
County to get that message across: the 
number for Gingrich (and every other 
Congressperson - it’s the Capitol 
Switchboard) is (202) 225-3131. We 
urge everyone to spend a buck or two 
to let him know that as a Repre¬ 
sentative, his job is to represent you 
fairly and honestly; as Speaker of the 
whole House of Representatives, he is 
to fairly and honestly articulate that 
representation. 

Unfortunately, he has not been 
doing enough of either. 

We can’t resist paraphrasing 
Truman Capote’s famous line about 
Jack Kerouac: “That’s not speaking, 
that’s talking.” 


Newt has done a whole lot of talk¬ 
ing lately, and if those labor activists 
got him to hear even a little, they’ve 
done a great service for America. For if 
Lipsett thinks it’s “rather a frightening 
thing” to deal with 175 people, we 
would like for him to speculate on how 
it might be rather a pants-shitting thing 
to have a few million hungry, jobless, 
homeless, uninsured, disenfranchised, 
fed-up Americans at his door. 

We know we can envision it - pret¬ 
ty easily. In fact, it’s one of the things 
that keeps us going when the future 
looks too bleak. 

This is, surprisingly, the first time 
Gingrich has been faced with an angry 
crowd. Until now he’s been protected 
from seeing the effects of his machi¬ 
nations, and able to maintain that cool 
demeanor of a college professor, 
which is what he pretends to be. 

If Newt Gingrich is a professor, 
then Jimmy Carter was a nuclear sci¬ 
entist and the state of education is far 
worse than we ever imagined. Of 
course, his claim to be an educator is 
completely cancelled out by his 
antipathy toward education, educa¬ 
tional television, and “the cultural 
elite.” (Which is itself ironic: how can 
someone despise both the culture and 
the counter-culture McGovernicks? It 
shows that Newt’s only real agenda is 
to spread as much hate throughout the 
rest of the country as he can.) 

We do worry about college educa¬ 
tion these days, since a so-called 
Christian has filed a multi-million-dol- 
lar lawsuit against a Sacramento pro¬ 
fessor for discussing female sexuality 
in a psychology class. It doesn’t sur¬ 
prise us, exactly, since the whole idea 
of female sexuality has become ver- 
boten among the religious right. (Yes, 
for anyone who hasn’t figured it out 
yet, that is the main reason for their 
opposition to abortion, and not the 
“silent screams” of fetuses; otherwise 
they would give a hoot about feeding 
and clothing those babies when they 
reached term.) 

What does distress us about the 
lawsuit is the idea that a college stu¬ 
dent could believe the limits of his 
mind ought to be the mandated limits 
for everyone else. 

The arrogance of which is, well, 
rather a frightening thing. ▼

I Have Worn...

hen I look up I can 
see the sky dancing 
through the arabesque 
of branches. No 
longer a solid umbrel¬

ors themselves contain healing for me, 
opening my eyes, my heart, the very cells 
of my being. They call upon me to stop 
and see. To open and receive. There is a 
mystery here, which feeds me, I am like 
a femished man with old, cracked hands 
cradling a gift of bread. People and 
things for which I am grateful come eas¬ 
ily to mind. My heart is a window open¬ 
ing wide onto beauty. I am amazed by 
the good fortune of my life. 

Life so precious. A tree to sit under. A 
sky to behold. 

The labels I have worn to identify 
myself are one by one loosening and 
falling away. Like expanding garments 
billowing out from a body no longer con¬ 
strained by belts and buckles. The names 
I have used to define myself are loosen¬ 
ing their grip on my imagination. Some 
of my names have already slipped away. 

I no longer have need of resumes and 
credentials. 

It is still tempting to cling to my 
labels: PWA (Person with AIDS), gay 
man, husband/lover, son, brother, recov¬ 
ered alcoholic, conscientious objector, 
landscape designer, gardener, writer, 
composer, singer, fund-raiser, friend, 
member of this and that support group, 
Californian, Caucasian male, middle- 
class, middle-aged, failure, success. 
They are the lenses through which I see 
myself and judge myself in relation to 
the world. It is tempting to wear these 
labels like some kind of armor(armor, 
amour—interesting connection). It is 
tempting to wrap them proudly and tight¬ 
ly around my fragility or display them 
belligerently, piteously, as merit badges 
and war medals demanding sympathy 
and respect. 

But meditation and illness have both 
contributed to the loosening of labels. 
Both have slowed me down. Both have 
made me aware of the breath coming in 
and out of my body. Constriction and 
expansion are my constant teachers. Loss 
and limitation have become my allies. 

Leaves are falling, falling all around 
me. They kiss my head, my eyes, my 
lips. Gently they knock against my 
chest. Softly collect in my open hands. 
“Do you know who you really are?” they 
whisper. “Do you know who you really 
are?” 

I am watching Death. Death is watch¬ 
ing me. Kindly but steadily he poses a 
question. In a myriad of forms, the ques¬ 
tion returns, again and again until 1 begin 
to hear it, to really listen and learn. 

Wind gently teases the leaves to let 
go. As they slip down through the tracery 
of branches, I can see the sky more clear¬ 
ly. As the tree surrenders its rich robes of 
summer, I begin to see the true form of 
the tree. I feel angels kissing me into 
awareness, gently tapping my shoulder, 
my heart, my head. 

“Do you know who you really are?” 
they whisper. “Under all the various dis¬ 
guises you’ve worn, do you know, dear 
child, who you really are?” ▼

I believe it 
was Stone Phillips. He described JD as an “innocent 
victim.” I find this phrase to be offensive and an 
insult to people living with HIV and AIDS. What 
about the memory of those who have died? You are 
implying there are “guilty victims.” Guilty of what? 
Perhaps your correspondent would like to explain to 
families and loved ones of AIDS victims who have 
died about the guilt of the people they loved. 

These are the types of statements that create 
fear and foster hatred. People living with HIV and 
AIDS do not need the additional burden of bigotry 
and misunderstanding you are encouraging. 
Everyone who is infected with this disease is a vic¬ 
tim, no more or less a victim than anyone else 
infected with HIV. 

I believe NBC News owes HIV-positive men, 
women, children, and the families and friends of 
people who have died, an apology for such an 
insensitive statement.

On Proposition I 

[The following letter was sent to Supervisor 
Carole Migden:] 

I learned in the Bay Area Reporter that you have 
introduced legislation to amend Proposition I, the 
recently enacted initiative expanding rent control 
to owner-occupied buildings of four units or less. 
Your legislation is meant to remedy the alleged 
“discriminatory effect” of Proposition I on les- 
bian/gay homeowners who rent out their home. 
This legislation is unnecessary because the Rent 
Ordinance has always exempted units occupied by 
the landlord from controls. Section 37.9(b) states: 

A landlord who resides in the same rental unit 
with his or her tenant may evict said tenant without 
just cause as required under subsection (a) above. 

Therefore, in the example of Bill Trumbo, a gay 
man who rents out rooms to others in his home, his 
home is not covered by rent control because his 
entire home is an owner-occupied unit. Proposition 
I only extended rent control to units in owner- 
occupied buildings, not the owner’s unit itself. It 
left Section 37.9(b) of the Ordinance unchanged. 

I would be happy to meet with you and the City 
Attorney’s office to discuss this further.

The Lesbian Gingrich

A Sister’s Story 

Counting all the family members of HlV-posi- 
tive Americans, multi-millions are touched by 
AIDS. Siblings can be the forgotten mourners. You 
may be interested in a new angle on this deadly 
disease: its impact on families - how they change 
and grow. 

Susan Ford Wiltshire began chronicling her 
feelings about her relationship with her brother, 
John Ford, and his battle with AIDS when he 
became ill in 1990. 

Ford served as deputy assistant secretary of 
agriculture in the Reagan administration and is one 
of the highest ranking members of that administra¬ 
tion to die of AIDS. He received the Heroes of 
American Agriculture Award just two weeks 
before his death. 

Wiltshire speaks about two siblings sharing an 
agonizing but special journey - finding possibili¬ 
ties rather than resignation, sharing rather than 
silence, and strength instead of defeat. 

She tells of her mother’s new-found heroism 
and the homophobia of her two older brothers. 

Chair of the Classics Department at Vanderbilt 
University, Wiltshire tells her story in the book. 
Seasons of Grief and Grace: A Sister’s Story of 
AIDS (Vanderbilt University Press, 1994). Since 
the book’s publication, Wiltshire has become a gay 
rights activist. She frequently addresses religion 
and AIDS and has spoken at Baptist, Methodist, 
and Presbyterian churches.

[The following letter was sent to Mitch Katz, 
Director, AIDS Office, SF Dept, of Public Health.] 

It has come to my attention that San Francisco 
Department of Public Health AIDS Office has 
eliminated the Shanti Counseling Services at San 
Francisco General Hospital effective March 31st, 
1995.1 cannot emphasize how detrimental such an 
action is to people living with HIV/AIDS in the 
city. 

No other program offers such services like the 
counseling services provided by Shanti at SFGH. 
Thousands of people have had the opportunity to 
explore anger, fear, loss, and the struggles of living 
with HIV/AIDS, with compassionate and compe¬ 
tent professionals at SFGH thanks to Shanti coun¬ 
selors. No other program offers to patients the per¬ 
sonal and intimate contact with counselors, some 
of whom are Spanish speaking and vital to many 
SFGH patients, as Shanti Projects’ counseling ser¬ 
vices. 

Along with the poor, indigent, and other peo¬ 
ples of color, the HIV-positive Latino community 
will be especially hard hit with this latest cut in the 
availability of culturally sensitive services. And 
services to their families will be cut. Parents and 
loved ones of those hospitalized will no longer 
receive the necessary emotional and practical sup¬ 
port presently provided by Shanti counselors. 

In times of financial hardship and budget cuts, 
programs that provide direct mental and physical 
well-being for people living with HIV/AIDS 
should not be eliminated but rather coveted and 
protected, while programs top-heavied by adminis¬ 
trative and managerial costs should be trimmed for 
efficiency and effectiveness. 

I urge you, Mr. Katz, to fund Shanti counselors 
to do their work, which will allow patients at 
SFGH to benefit from this service, and support 
Shanti’s efforts to provide direct services to poor 
and indigent communities.

AIDS Health Project on Botkin 

I am writing in response to the Queer Watch 
column by Michael Botkin, entitled “Viral 
Apartheid” which appeared in your 2/23 issue. In 
his piece, Mr. Botkin makes it clear that he has no 
patience for another problem created by the AIDS 
epidemic: the psychological needs of HIV-negative 
gay/bisexual men. In his column, Mr. Botkin 
makes his distaste for the needs of HIV negative 
men explicit and takes pains to belittle their con¬ 
cerns. His advice for HIV negative gay men who 
are having difficulties coping with the realities of 
the epidemic, is the same advice he gives to HIV 
positives: “Get a life!” 

This comment ranks with several other sloga¬ 
neering solutions to complex problems: for exam¬ 
ple, Nancy Reagan’s infamous remark to solve 
drug abuse as well as the spread of HIV and teen 
pregnancy in America, the “Just Say No” cam¬ 
paign; or the battle cry of the hawks during the 
Vietnam War: “America: Love it or Leave it.” The 
tenor of Mr. Botkin’s comment makes one wonder 
if he even supports the concept of mental health 
services at all - whether they be for people living 
with HIV or for those trying to remain uninfected. 

Certainly the world would be a simpler place if 
pithy slogans were all that was needed to achieve 
complex goals. However, the world is far from a 
simple place, and human behavior is nothing if not 
complex. If preventing the spread of HIV is a 
worthwhile goal and if, as has been increasingly 
shown, HIV-negative men need support from the 
gay community and especially their HIV negative 
colleagues to help them remain uninfected, our 
task as AIDS prevention service providers is to do 
the best we can to provide them with this support. 

When employed at the AIDS Health Project, 
Mr. Botkin reports that he was asked to establish 
some group support programs for HIV-negative 
men “on orders from above.” This is a completely 
accurate statement. The AIDS Health Project has 
provided these services for many years in fulfill¬ 
ment of part of its mission: to stop the spread of 
HIV. Furthermore, Mr. Botkin’s sweeping general¬ 
izations about the participants in these groups were 
mean-spirited and wholly unnecessary. 

The AIDS Health Project has indeed provided 
specific services for HIV negative men for many 
years now. We have taken the position, well sup¬ 
ported by research and experience, that social sup¬ 
port, feelings of connectedness to others sharing 
similar circumstances, and exposure to group 
norms play a key role in behavior change. We also 
believe these to be potent factors in helping people 
manage grief and depression and in enhancing 
their morale. 

We have every intention of continuing to pro¬ 
vide these services to tho.se who need them.

Vj President Clinton’s 
approval ratings seem 
stuck below the 50 per¬ 
cent mark and the Republican 
Congress is running the show in 
D.C. these days, no one with any 
sense is counting the president 
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out next year - not yet anyway. 
Even though there’s widespread 
unhappiness with Clinton’s per¬ 
formance two years into his 
term, the Pat Buchanans and 
even the Bob Doles, so eager to 
take on the Comeback Kid, 
would do themselves a big favor 
if they would just slow down a 
bit and take another look at who 
and what they’re up against. 

For one thing, the economy is 
now much better than when 
George Bush left the White 
House. Despite the dollar’s 
recent disastrous showing against 
the yen, unemployment is down, 
and many thousands of new Jobs 
have been created (granted, 
they’re not all great jobs). 

Instead, that pack of GOP 
presidential wannabes would 
rather fight among themselves. 
Bob Dole and Phil Gramm, the 
current front-runners, have been 
sniping away, basically calling 
each other liars, albeit indirectly. 
Hold onto your seats, folks, 
when Gramm, Dole, Lamar 
Alexander, Buchanan and at 
least a handful of lesser candi¬ 
dates take to the primary stump 
and start going for each other’s 
jugular. You can bet this will be 
pure music to the rapt ears of 
Bill Clinton and A1 Gore. 

Approval ratings at this early 
date mean very little. Against 
any specific Republican nomi¬ 
nee, William Jefferson Clinton 
will most certainly be the 
favorite to win when voters go 
to the polls late next year. (Also, 
remember that Clinton will be 
the incumbent - although that 
didn’t clinch it for Bush.) 

One respected Democratic 
pollster said this week that “the 
hard reality is that about 45 per¬ 
cent of the people still like 
Clinton and another 45 percent 
can’t stand him.’’ To me, this 
means that Clinton fares better 
next year if there is a third-party 
or “Independent” candidate, 
such as Ross Perot, in the race. 
A two-way battle could prove 
much tougher. 

President Clinton is also pro¬ 
tected, ironically, by the 
Republican Congress. If any¬ 
thing goes wrong, they’re a very 
convenient scapegoat. 

USA Today summed it up this 
week: “By and large Bill 
Clinton tends to be a very lik¬ 
able person, and since you can’t 
pin him down on philosophy, 
wre.stling with him is like 
wrestling with Jell-0. If you 
can’t get a hold of him, you 
can’t throw him out of the ring.” 
(One caveat: Watch out if Colin 
Powell enters the fray!) 

Around and about 

A federal judge in L.A. ruled 
last week ruled against a gay 
bank official who claimed he was 
discriminated against when his 
company refused to give him and 
his partner a discounted home 
loan. In a suit filed on behalf of 


California Federal Bank Vice 
President Jeffrey Bagley, the 
Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund claimed that the 
bank’s refusal violated federal 
law barring discrimination on the 
basis of marital status, as well as 
state regulations prohibiting 
unfair business practices. The 
judge, however, rejected the 
claim, saying the two men were 
not eligible because they were 
neither married nor immediate 
family members. 

Women members of the U.S. 
House (16 Republicans and 16 
Democrats) demanded an apolo-

gy from East Bay Congressman 
Pete Stark (who seems to have an 
ongoing case of foot-in-mouth 
disease) when he called 
Representative Nancy Johnson, 
R-Conn., a “whore for the health 
insurance industry.” Many consid¬ 
er the millionaire congressman a 
jerk, and his most recent outburst 
does little to dispel this image. 

House Speaker Newt (“I love 
my lesbian sister”) Gingrich had 
barely ushered his sibling 
Candace and the media out of his 
office before he quickly spouted 
off that there should be no feder¬ 
al protection for job rights based 
upon a worker’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Ms. Gingrich might have 
bought her brother’s “toleration” 
rap, but Representative Barney 
Frank, who has served in the 
House with the Newtster for 
years, said, “He [Gingrich] just 
had you guys in the media kidded 
by saying he was for toleration. 
By toleration he means no hitting, 
but Newt Gingrich has one of the 
most anti-gay records in 
Congress and he has been one of 
the most energetic homophobes.” 

Now that they’re on the 
inside ... Republican House can¬ 
didates campaigned last year on 
Gingrich’s so-called “Contract 
With America,” which promised 
term limits (a max of six two- 
year terms for the House and 
two six-year terms for the 
Senate). The contract also 
promised a vote on the idea 
“within the first 100 days” of the 
new GOP-controlled Congress. 
But ... guess what? Many 
Republicans are changing their 
minds on term limits, and one 
House GOP leader stated last 
week that “that’s already a dead 
idea and is going nowhere.” 

Michael “Sour Grapes” Hulf- 
ington is now telling anyone who 
will listen that he will either run for 
governor or U.S. senator the next 
time around. (Reading this, Dan 
Lungren? Barbara Boxer?) 


Word comes from the Alioto- 
for-mayor camp that the supe 
will make her candidacy official 
with an April 5 announcement. 

Reports are circulating that 
the Peninsula’s Representative 
Tom Lantos will retire after his 
current term. Some think 
Assemblywoman Jackie Speier 
could have the Demo nomina¬ 
tion for the post for the asking. 
Those close to the popular 
Speier, however, doubt she 
would want to move her politi¬ 
cal operations to Washington. 

Meanwhile, Andrew Clark, a 
bright young lawyer in the office 
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of District Attorney Arlo Smith 
(and related by marriage to the 
politically powerful Brown fam¬ 
ily), could be a contender in the 
race. His interest in a congres¬ 
sional career is no secret. 

The Cincinnati City Council 
voted last week to delete a refer¬ 
ence to sexual orientation in the ’92 
human rights ordinance despite 
protests from gay rights advocates. 
The law forbids discrimination in 
housing, public accommodations 
and employment. 

In Washington state groups 
opposed to gay rights filed two 
initiatives that would forbid 
“special rights” to gays and les¬ 
bians, ban schools from present¬ 
ing homosexuality as healthy 
behavior, and block gay adop¬ 
tions. Supporters of gay rights 
already have organized to defeat 
the measures, similar to ones 
that lost last year when sponsors 
failed to get the required 
181,667 signatures. 

In Maine, supporters of a 
measure to bar discrimination 
against gays said they will wait 
to submit a bill until after voters 
in November decide on a refer¬ 
endum that would bar protec¬ 
tions for gays. Backers of the 
referendum called the decision 
“an absolute victory for us.” 

Finally, one of my personal 
favorites. Poet/writer Maya (/ 
Know Why the Caged Bird 
Sings) Angelou, citing schedul¬ 
ing conflicts, won’t reschedule a 
visit to Emporia State University 
in Kansas as expected. Angelou 
postponed an appearance in 
November after followers of the 
anti-gay Reverend Fred Phelps 
taunted her in Topeka for her 
support of gays. 

Drag megastar Charles 
Pierce was spotted at lunch at 
The Patio Cafe in the Castro 
recently with his Hollywood 
neighbor: Bea Arthur. The noon¬ 
time crowd pretended not to 
notice. ▼

The Waltons Revisited

D uring my childhood, 
The Waltons was tele¬ 
vision at its sappiest. 
The Walton family 
represented the most sentimen¬ 
tal of American families. Not a 
slumber party of my youth 
passed without someone calling 
out in the dark, “Goodnight, 
John-Boy,” only to be answered 
by familiar responses: 
“Goodnight, Mary Ellen,” 
“Goodnight, Jim-Bob,” 

Goodnight, Mama.” We’d gig¬ 
gle at the romanticized ritual, 
but it was a warm and fuzzy 
reminder that by day’s end, 
order had been restored. We 
were one big happy family. 

The Walton family from 
which filmmaker Pam Walton 
emerged has been anything but 
warm and fuzzy over the past 
few decades. Walton, who pro¬ 
duced Out in Suburbia and Gay 
Youth, has recently turned the 
camera on her own life with her 
documentary-in-progress titled 
Family Values. Nearly 200 peo¬ 
ple gathered March 12 at San 
Jose’s Billy DeFrank Lesbian 
and Gay Community Center to 
view the rough cut of her film, 
and they saw a rare view of an 
American family, one that can 
be called anything but romanti¬ 
cized. 

In what she calls a “video 
diary,” Walton, 49, chronicles 
her effort to reconnect with the 
biological family from which 
she has been estranged over the 
years. “There’s nothing more 
powerful than a really good 
personal story,” Walton said in 
an interview a week before the 
screening. And what a story it 
is. 

By the time she came out to 
herself as a lesbian in the late 
’60s at age 22, Walton had lost 
her mother to cancer, her father 
to the religious and political 
right, her sister to a commune 
in Berkeley, and her brother to 
his struggles with their moth¬ 
er’s death. “The death of my 
mother was really the death of 
my family,” said Walton. 

Study in contrasts 

As family members went 
their own separate ways, 
Walton surrounded herself with 
a group of loving and nurturing 
women which she called her 
true family, her lesbian family. 

The video contrasts the sup¬ 
port Walton received from 
friends with the unanswered 
questions that plagued her 
about her blood relatives. 

By allowing herself in front 
of the camera, Walton tells her 


family’s story without John- 
Boy’s advantages of a script 
and a resolution guaranteed. 
Walton has been influenced by 
a number of video diarists, 
including one who successfully 
“just picks up a camera and 
starts searching for the meaning 
of his own life.” 

To see Family Values is to 
witness, first, Walton’s struggle 
to fill in a gap left by an absent 
father and a dissolved family. 
Then, when she finds herself 
reconnecting with her siblings 
and learning more about her 
father, Walton turns her search 
toward the meaning in her 
father’s commitment to the reli¬ 
gious right and its catch phrase 
“family values.” 

It is clear from the video that 
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when she started the project, 
Walton did not intend to direct¬ 
ly involve her father. In 1994, 
well into the making of the 
film, Walton discovered that her 
father, Rus Walton, was on the 
steering committee for the 
Coalition on Revival, a right- 
wing organization that advo¬ 
cates the death penalty for prac¬ 
ticing homosexuals. She also 
came to understand what it 
meant for him to be the execu¬ 
tive director of a fundamentalist 
advocacy group in New 
Hampshire called the Plymouth 
Rock Foundation. 

While filming a conversa¬ 
tion with her brother at his 
home, by a quirk of fate, her 
father phoned her brother. With 
the camera roiling, Walton took 
the phone and spoke to her 
father for the first time in 14 
years. 

That phone call sparked a 
series of phone messages and, 
eventually, an invitation from 
Walton’s father. So Walton and 
her partner Ruth Carranza 
headed cross country last 
August, along with Walton’s 
sister and niece, to visit Rus 
Walton at his New Hampshire 
home. 

If that isn’t crossing a burn¬ 
ing bridge, I don’t know what 
is. Walton got more from the 
trip than she expected, includ¬ 
ing conversations that dug 
deeply into her and her family’s 
feelings and beliefs. Now 
there’s a “rough cut” for you. 

Rus Walton had imagined 
his daughter to be “one of those 
hostile ACT UP types,” while 
Pam had imagined him to be 
“some hysterical right-winger 
who wanted to see me dead.” 


Of those conversations, Walton 
concluded that “we have both 
been demonizing each other,” 
while acknowledging she still 
doesn’t really know who her 
father is. 

One sign of hope came from 
Rus Walton’s wife, Ila, who 
seemed to bond with Walton’s 
partner, Ruth Carranza, and 
told Pam, “Anytime you come 
to this house, Ruth is wel¬ 
come,” adding, “she’s a great 
catch.” 

Roughest cuts 

With the lines between art 
and reality blurring for Walton, 
the roughest cuts may still be 
yet to come. If the process of 
making the film has stirred up 
new sets of emotion and 
brought Walton family mem¬ 
bers closer to one another than 
they have been in years, the 
process of going public with the 
work may have the potential to 
change relationships even more 

- for better or worse. 

Walton still wonders if her 
father is willing to “trade his 
own daughter for a political 
agenda.” A hint of that came 
when The Advocate ran a story 
about Walton’s project last 
December. Apparently, her 
father did not like the story and 
has refused to communicate 
with his daughter since. She 
suspects that he not only fears 
for his job, but also may have 
moved cross-country years ago 
with the belief that he could 
leave his first life - and family 

- behind. Trouble is, as Walton 
put it, “He forgot to reconcile 
with his children.” 

Understandably, Walton is 
wary of her father’s reaction. “I 
had to do a lot of hard thinking 
about my motive. Is my reason 
reconciliation or making the 
video? I realized that making 
the video was more important. I 
would not have spoken with my 
father if it weren’t for the 
video,” said Walton, adding, “I 
would have felt worse to give 
up the project and stop being 
who I am.” 

“Now that I’m relating to 
him adult to adult, I don’t think 
he knows how to deal with it. 
I’m not asking him to stop his 
work, his anti-gay activism. At 
the same time. I’m going to 
keep on doing mine. I hope, in 
the end, the video will be more 
about love, communication, 
honesty - real family values - 
and I’ll be redeemed.” T

A Look at the Little-Known Producer of Classical Action 

Who l\irns the Tides?

A little of the attention that wasn’t 
absorbed by the galaxy of stars at 
“Classical Action,” last month’s spectacu¬ 
lar AIDS benefit concert, went to gay 
meatpacking heir Jim Hormel, who 
drummed up support for the cause, and to 
Madeleine Haas Russell and four other 
benefactors who donated over $50,000 
each to get the event moving. Those phil¬ 
anthropists were elegantly modest and 
low-key as they went about the business of 
doing their good works. But backstage at 
Classical Action the San Francisco-based 
Tides Foundation was humming in an even 
lower key as it managed the finances, hired 
the production team, and helped those 
wealthy men and women distribute their 
bundles. 

The Tides Foundation will also distrib¬ 
ute hundreds of thousands of dollars raised 
that night to fight AIDS. 

Established in 1976, the Tides 
Foundation doles out nearly $10 million 
every year to worthy charities. Most of its 


money comes from philanthropists who 
want help distributing their cash, and give 
away anywhere from $100,000 to $1 mil¬ 
lion each year through Tides. 

Some donors fit the image of big money 
philanthropists: they live in Pacific Heights 
mansions, sit on the Symphony board, and 
have their names on all the right lists. 

Others want to remain anonymous: they 
lead quiet lives as professors or lawyers, 
send their children to public school, and 
prefer to move behind the scenes of their 
favorite charities. 

Ellen Friedman, vice president for spe¬ 
cial projects, says that big money doesn’t 
always make for big attitudes. “We have an 
incredibly wonderful donor group. The 
donors have passion,” she told the Bay 
Area Reporter, and donating money 
“brings out the best in them.” 

Many of the donors came of age during 
the civil rights movement and only con¬ 
tribute to progressive issues. In fact, 
Friedman says that Tides will only work 
with groups that support social justice. 


It is decidedly pro-choice and pro-gay. 
The estate of the late Colin Higgins, writer 
of Harold and Maude and Silver Streak, 
helps bankroll gay and lesbian organiza¬ 
tions and AIDS agencies. Other donors 
support women’s rights, international 
peace, and economic empowerment. 

The organization’s largest donor distrib¬ 
utes over a million dollars each year to 
homeless programs for women and chil¬ 
dren. 

“Classical Action” was an attempt to 
shore up support among San Francisco 
philanthropists for AIDS charities. Many 
of them, especially the patrons of the arts, 
had never before donated to AIDS agen¬ 
cies. Producing “Classical Action” helped 
unite the patrons and hammer home the 
need for greater funding. 

“As in any fundraising event, the 
process of pulling an event together is 
absolutely crucial,” said Friedman. She 
views it as a first step in getting more 
wealthy San Franciscans involved in fight¬ 
ing AIDS. T

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Coming Out on Principal: 

Students, Parents 
Learn About HIV 
From Gay Educator

A Cupertino school principal 
came out of two closets last 
month when he announced to 
his colleagues and parents and 
students that he would be leav¬ 
ing his position as principal of 
Christa McAuliffe Elementary 
School - because he has AIDS. 

“The reaction has been over¬ 
whelmingly supportive,” Neil 
Monello told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “I’ve received maybe 
100 letters from parents, and 
only one or two have been on 
the negative side.” 

Monello’s announcement 
that he has AIDS and will be 
leaving the school at the end of 
the term in June has been the 
subject of three community 
meetings at the school, an open 
enrollment CUSD school that 
seeks strong parent involvement 
in the education process. 

When Monello made the 
decision to announce his illness 


to colleagues, he brought his 
life partner Barry Von Bertram 
with him - and also sent a letter 
to the parents. 

“I felt it was important for 
me to be open and honest about 
my medical condition,” 
Monello wrote. “The decision 
to leave and share this informa¬ 
tion with you was mine with the 
full support of the superinten¬ 
dent and the school district. It is 
my hope that you will be able to 
convey accurate information to 
your children about my situa¬ 
tion and this disease and to dis¬ 
pel some of the myths.” 

Acknowledging that he is 
gay and that he has AIDS was 
important for his students, 
Monello said. “I wanted them to 
know that I have AIDS, and that 
I am gay, but that they don’t 
necessarily go together. I didn’t 
just want to disappear.” 

Unfortunately, Monello says, 
the time has come for him to set

Dewey’s decimals are defi¬ 
nitely dated; digits in modem 
libraries are used to store and 
retrieve information in bits and 
bytes and bauds. When the new 
San Francisco Main Public 
Library opens next spring, it 
will use that digital technology 
at multimedia work stations for

library patrons to browse 
through books, letters, videos, 
movies, photos, and practically 
anything else with the ease of 
tuning in a television channel. 

Among the first things in the 
library to become digitized - 
along with library information, 
tax assistance, and information 
about the San Francisco 49ers - 
were thousands of items from 
the extensive gay and lesbian 
collection and an HIV informa¬ 
tion data bank. 

The very busy gay man 
behind the scenes who is help¬ 
ing to move all that historical 
material into the modern age in 
the Bay Area is George E. “Ed” 
McBride, the 6’3” Alabama- 
born director of support services 
for the San Francisco Public 
Library 

“Bored, I am not,” McBride 
recently told the Bay Area 
Reporter, as he took a short 
break from his hectic day; 
besides preparing for the open¬ 
ing of the new library and updat¬ 
ing systems, he is in charge of 
hiring library personnel, and is 
now beginning to fill some 200 
staff slots at the city’s main and 
branch libraries after voters 
passed Proposition E last

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November, mandating improved 
library services. 

A particular challenge 

Preserving the extensive gay 
and lesbian collection, while at 
the same time making it avail¬ 
able to library users, posed a 
particular challenge to McBride 
and others involved in the enor¬ 
mous project, including the 
director of the new Gay and 
Lesbian Center, Jim Van 
Buskirk. 

Librarians were faced with 
an entirely new collection - 
never cataloged and never cate¬ 
gorized - that included a collec¬ 
tion of over a half million pho¬ 
tos plus film, video, and a vari¬ 
ety of other formats. “The solu¬ 
tion seemed to be to capture it 
into a digital computer format,” 
McBride said. 

Both the Rob Epstein and 
Peter Adair Collections docu¬ 
ment lesbian/gay history 
through film and hundreds of 
boxes of original research and 
archival material. Their films 
Word is Out, The Times of 
Harvey Milk, and Common 
Threads: Stories from the Quilt 
are also in the valuable collec¬ 
tion chronicling the formative 
years of the queer movement. 

The Barbara Greer/Donna 
McBride Collection includes 
thousands of gay- and lesbian- 
themed pulp paperback novels 
released shortly after the end of 
World War II with hilarious 
names like Summer in Sodom.

The steamy contents of the 
books have not been transferred 
to multimedia yet, but librarians 
have digitized the paperbacks’ 
distinctively lurid covers. 

McBride has also recruited 
volunteers - vocalist Weslia 
Whitfield and her husband Mike 
Greenfield on piano - to perform 
songs from the Dorothy Starr col¬ 
lection of popular sheet music. 

The advantages 
of technology 

The system has advantages 
for people in a hurry or for peo¬ 
ple who might have a difficult 
time reading original docu¬ 
ments. For example, patrons 
perusing the Harvey Milk 


Collection with the new system 
can see the image of an actual 
handwritten letter from Milk, or 
read its text in large type, or 
choose to have it read aloud by 
the system’s voice. 

When the work is complete, 
McBride told the B.A.R., the 
library’s large artifact collection 
will also see use of this technol¬ 
ogy for the first time. 

Using the technology is as 
easy as it is fun. An urban histo¬ 
rian interested in old San 
Francisco could click on a 
downtown intersection like 
Market and Sixth, click again 
for an enlargement of the image, 
then click again and see all four 
comers of the intersection for a 
given year. 

Browsers can also see histor¬ 
ical moving images, including a 
1905 film of a trip down Market 
Street, shot by a hand-cranked 
camera. 

A prototype of the new sys¬ 
tem is already available for use, 
from 1 to 6 p.m. Tuesday 
through Saturday and from 10 
a.m. to noon on Thursday and 
Saturday, in the third floor 
History Room in the Main 
Library. 

Most of the funding for digi¬ 
tizing the gay and lesbian col¬ 
lection has come from the 
Library Foundation of San 
Francisco, McBride told the Bay 
Area Reporter. Proposition E 
money will provide some

Navy’s Unbecoming Conduct 
Unbecoming Conduct Halted

The U.S. Navy has dropped threats of legal 
action against a San Francisco multimedia compa¬ 
ny that incorporated a Naval recruiting poster in its 
CD-ROM version of the late Randy Shilts’s 
Conduct Unbecoming, a non-fiction book about 
gays in the military. 

In adapting the book to a multimedia format, 
ApolloMedia used more than 1,000 images and 
documents, and scores of filmed interviews with 
victims of the military policy and lesbian and gay 
leaders. The Navy threatened to sue the company 
over its use of a 1972 recruiting poster for the 
United States Naval Academy in the disc - on the 
grounds that it violated U.S. trademark law. 

ApolloMedia charged the Navy was attempting 
to censor the publisher. 

“They don’t scare us,” said attorney Michael 
Traynor of Cooley/Goodwin, a San Francisco Bay 
Area law firm. “This isn’t a trademark issue at all, 
it’s a First Amendment issue.” 

The image was as embarrassing for the Navy as 
it was important to the publisher: Lieutenant Ed 
Graves, one of two men featured in the recruiting 
poster - and the first African-American Naval ser¬ 
vice member to be used in a recruitment poster - 
was later discharged from the Navy for being 
homosexual. Trainor said that the image had been 
in the public domain for more than 20 years and 
was not the property of the Navy. 

The Navy did an abrupt about-face about the 
poster on Wednesday, March 8, the same day that 
ApolloMedia held a press conference and 
announced it would proceed with production of the 
CD-ROM despite the threat of a lawsuit. 

“Pleased be advised that the United States 
Naval Academy’s concerns in this matter are suffi¬ 
ciently satisfied by incorporating our 8 and 24 
February letter to ApolloMedia with the image of 
the poster and printing the disclaimer, set out on 
page 3 of your letter, on the inside front cover of the 
CD-ROM container,” Navy Captain J.D. Scranton 
wrote ApolloMedia.

Those letters to which he referred, ironically, 
were the Naval Academy’s original threats to sue, 
which ApolloMedia had promptly added to the 
disk. 

“I’m delighted that we have prevailed, and that 
the Navy did the honorable thing,” ApolloMedia 
partner Clinton Fein said in a press statement. 
“This sends a clear message that CD-ROM pro¬ 
ducers are entitled to the same constitutional pro¬ 
tections as are print and other forms of media.” 

Fein acknowledged concerns that the Navy may 
be embarrassed by another example of prejudice 
and discrimination against gays in the military, but 
said that was certainly not Apollo’s goal. 

“Or intent is not to denigrate the Navy,” he said, 
“but to honor the service members who have 
served but who were discharged for their honesty.” 

The CD-ROM of Conduct Unbecoming was 
released Monday, March 13 and is available at A 
Different Light Bookstore and other outlets. T

Queer lips continue to occupy the extraordi* 
nary attention of media producers and media 
watchers alike. For the “decent Americans*’ of 
the American Family Association (and other 
misnamed censorship groups), few images have 
elicited more fear and loathing than the “homo¬ 
sexual kiss.” Considerable time (and money) 
has been spent to protest even the mildest media 
kiss between lesbians or gay men on Roseame, 
Melrose Place, Northern Exposure, and other 
popular TV shows (including, most recently, the 
made-for-television movie Serving In Silence), 

The print media are not immune to the forces 
of kiss-o-phobia. Two San Diego newspapers - 
The Reader and ihe Union^Tribune - have 
b^ed an advertisement that features two les¬ 
bians almost kissing. The ad promotes the 
newly released feature film 

Erotique's producer, Chris Wood, said the 
actions of both newspapers left him “shocked,” 
particularly since the display ad has already 
appeared in many other newspapers and is the 
same image used to promote the film in theater 
lobbies. 

The publisher of The Reader said the ad was 
“moralistically” unacceptable. “I don’t want to 
encourage gay relationships,” Jim Holman 
explained. “It was my decision not to be an 
agent for immoral behavior.” Holman’s conser¬ 
vative newspaper also refuses to run lesbian or 
gay relationships (“personals”) advertising. 

A spokesperson for the Union-Tribune - the 
leading San Diego daily - was a bit more eva¬ 
sive. Display Advertising Director Dexter 
LaPierre claimed that the ad was “a little bit too 
explicit” for his newspaper, but he insisted that 
homophobia “had nothing to do with it.” The 
Union-Tribune did agree to accept the ad, once 
signiiicant alterations were made. 

Of course, it’s not clear if the Union-Tribune 
would require similar changes to ads featuring 
heterosexual displays of affection. Such a poli¬ 
cy could wipe out too many lucrative mouth¬ 
wash and lip gloss accounts. 

In fact, it’s hard to imagine the Union- 
Tribune or The Reader even thinking twice 
about using images of heterosexual kissing to 
sell everything from cigarettes to soft drinks 
(not to mention newspaper subscriptions). A 
photo of a man and woman kissing while enjoy¬ 
ing some carcinogenic consumer product is just 
fine. But a photo of two lesbians almost kiss¬ 
ing? No, no. That’s just “a little too explicit.” 

As part of a systematic effort to deny our 
capacity for love, these acts of censorship 
assault the basic humanity of lesbians and gay 
men. Moreover, the content standards employed 
by most mainstream media seem to condone (if 
not encourage) the portrayal of same-sex vio¬ 
lence between men and women, while simple 
displays of same-sex affection are “taboo.”

attack on Heather Has Two Mommies, a chil¬ 
dren’s storybook that depicts a warm and loving 
lesbian family. According to the Speaker, such a 
book is bad for young minds. On this point, 
Gingrich is as hypocritical as he is heterosexist. 
Would the story of bis own family life would be 
a better allegory for young readers? 

Newt served his first wife with divorce 
papers while she lay seriously ill in a hospital 
bed. And while Newt has been expounding his 
narrow-minded bigotry, his sister Candace, an 
out lesbian, has been lobbying on Capitol Hill 
to protect AIDS funding and gay and lesbian 
rights. 

Unfortunately, Newt Gingrich is not swayed 
by facts, logic, or his own family. So much for 
“traditional values.” 

At his press conference, Gingrich also 
announced that homosexuality is not a “reason¬ 
able lifestyle.” Therefore, the pedantic Speaker 
concluded, the subject simply has no place in 
the classroom. 

What is truly unreasonable here is the con¬ 
tinued censorship of lesbian and gay history and 
culture. The facts of our lives are, after all, just 
that - facts. To insist that these truths be hidden 
is intellectually dishonest. 

Such censorship is morally reprehensible as 
well. Silence in our schools not only fails to pre¬ 
vent homophobic discrimination, but actively 
encourages the violent oppression of lesbian, 
gay and bisexual people. Newt Gingrich could¬ 
n’t be more wrong. Our schools are recruiting 
grounds for homophobes, not homosexuals. 

In fact, Gingrich is a victim of the very igno¬ 
rance he now intends to perpetuate. He is a 
homophobe precisely because he never read 
anything fair or factual (if anything at all) about 
homosexuality in his high school textbooks. 

There’s a particularly vicious circle at work 
here. And for the sake of all youth - and, really, 
for the sake of the nation - it must be broken. 
The climate of hatred in which we live is sus¬ 
tained by the textbooks our children read. The 
classroom is where so much bigotry begins, and 
that is where it must finally be stopped.

Again, 
one dollar of each admission 
will be donated to a local charity 


once the minimum guarantee of 
3,000 attendees is met. 

The nearly $2,500 generated 
from the event in 1994 enabled 
the display of the Names Project 
AIDS Memorial Quilt in Santa 
Clara County.

Over a Million Bucks Raised 
At AIDS Dance-a-Thon ’95

Last Saturday, March 11, over 
7,000 dancers at the San 
Francisco AIDS Dance-a-thon 
raised $1,003,527 in pledge 
money that will go to nine organi¬ 
zations, which will help thou¬ 
sands of people with AIDS and 
HIV in the Bay Area. And that’s 
just the beginning of the numbers. 

Approximately 1,000 volun¬ 
teers worked to make the 
Dance-a-thon happen. It took 20 
hours to ready the Moscone 
Center for the event, which 
required the use of 6,648 yards 
of various electrical cords and 
cables to hook up 333 lights of 
varying strengths, colors, and 
dimensions. 

Once the Dance-a-thon got 
underway, hungry dancers and 
volunteers gobbled down 700 
pounds of turkey, 450 loaves of 
bread, 450 pounds of cheese, 30 
cases of bananas, 30 cases of 
apples, 20 cases of oranges, 
3,000 bagels, 5,000 packets of 
mustard, 4,000 packets of mayo, 
6,000 dessert items, 3,000 
FrozFruit bars, and 3,000 Ben & 
Jerry’s ice cream bars - all of 
which had been donated, except 
for 520 pounds of the turkey. 

That food was washed down 
with 1,800 liters of spring water, 
50 cases of Dole juice, 50 cases 
of Ocean Spray, 30 cases of 
sparkling water, 480 liters of 
cola, 336 liters of diet soda, and 


17,280 ounces of root beer. 

Even the advertising was 
donated. KTVU Fox/Channel 2, 
KMEL 106 FM, and Viacom 
Cable donated air time, and 
7,000 Bay Area merchants 
donated space in their shops to 
display the Dance-a-thon point- 
of-purchase stands. 

Madonna, who had been a 
regular at previous Dance-a- 
thons, was missing this year, but 
a new addition to the evening’s 
festivities, the Funky Fair, kept 
the crowd plenty amused. It was 
a mini-carnival boasting tattoo 
parlors; quick massages; and 
games with fabulous prizes 
including footballs autographed 
by the 49ers, a dance with Rosie 
Perez, and photo ops with 
celebrities like Grammy award 
winner Queen Latifah; and even 
authentic psychic readings. 

“Everyone’s going to have 
lots of fun,” predicted fortune¬ 
teller Robin Rowan. 

It was spookily true. 

Entertainment ranged from 
the Bay Area Raw Rahs (who 
.started things off by shaking their 
pompoms) to the Village People 
(who did a great deal of shaking 
of their own) to Robin S, whose 
hit single, “Show Me Love,” is 
still a popular favorite in the San 
Francisco gay community. 

The Village People started 
off with “Macho Man,” then 
brought the mood down for a 
slow love song, and ended with 


“YMCA.” As their voices blast¬ 
ed through the sound system, 
their efforts were rewarded by 
screaming fans, most of them 
far too young to remember the 
heyday of disco, Studio 54, and 
Gloria Vanderbilt jeans. 

“It’s amazing how I still 
remember the words,” chuckled 
an audience member. 
Meanwhile, Rosie Perez and 
Living Single stars Kim Coles 
and T.C. Carson were backstage 
making Y, M, C, and A shapes 
with their arms. (Also spotted 
circling the dance floor, to make 
the atmosphere just a little more 
surreal, was Sharky, the official 
mascot of the San Jose Sharks.) 

All five Village People later 
nodded their heads with total 
sincerity when asked if they 
were utilizing this “70s reincar¬ 
nation” to battle AIDS. 

“We’ve raised thousands,” 
the Leather Man told the B.A.R. 

Part of the money raised at 
this year’s Dance-a-thon will 
help send representatives to do 
battle with an apathetic 
Congress. Other proceeds go to: 
Mobilization Against AIDS, San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation.

Project, The Mission

SF Gay Vets Investigating Art Theft

The Alexander Hamilton 
Post 448 of The American 
Legion - the only gay and les¬ 
bian post in the nation and the 
only post to operate nationally - 
recently took an inventory of the 
San Francisco War Memorial 
Veteran’s Building and discov¬ 
ered that a multitude of missing 


art works, books, furnishings 
and other articles estimated to 
be worth millions of dollars are 
missing. 

In 1924 the Panama Pacific 
International Exposition (PPIE), 
along with the San Francisco 
War Memorial, agreed to create 
a facility to provide for and 
honor war veterans. The PPIE 


donated a large collection of art 
and memorabilia, expecting it to 
be displayed upon completion 
of the building. 

In August of 1933, the muse¬ 
um opened - without the PPIE 
collection in the building. 
Records show that trustees of 
the memorial had possession of 
the artworks and apparently lost

track of the items, many of 
which have yet to be found. 
Approximately 10,000 pieces 
are missing, including a 
Rembrandt, antique pool tables, 
and a World War I tank. 

“Don’t ask me how they lost 
a tank,” said Commander Paul 
D. Hardman of Post 448, who 
has been investigating the miss¬ 
ing collection for years. 

Two paintings iocated 

After an exhaustive search 
through documents and records 
dating back to the 1930s, 
Hardman was able to locate two 
lost paintings. “Fruits and 
Flowers” by Childe Hassam, 
reported missing since 1937, 
was discovered and may be 
worth $10,000,000 if it is still in 
good condition. Both that paint¬ 
ing and Arthur Matthew’s 
“Victorious Spirit” - also 
believed missing - were discov¬ 
ered in the basement of the Fine 
Arts Museum of San Francisco. 

‘The trustees have had the 
items for so long that they may feel 
that they own them,” Hardman told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “I have had 
to spot check and verify records 
and research the statute of limita¬ 
tion on such things. This could be 
considered stealing, but it will 
probably be labeled conversion; to 
borrow something and never 
return it.” 

Hardman suggests that loop¬ 
holes may have been used by 
trustees in order to justify mis¬ 
placed items. The city attorney 
wrote to the trustees in response 
to the missing articles in 1936, 
and stated that any damaged or 
broken pieces could be disposed 
of if they were of no further 
value. Some trustees may have 
used this as a way to hide the 


fact that they lost the items or 
never returned them. 

Over 200 statues have been 
reported missing, along with 
large murals and fixtures. Four 
statues of the collection are on 
display in the Oakland Museum. 
Much of the statuary were 
allegedly sent to William 
Randolph Hearst at San Simeon 
at no cost to him, which may 
have been a factor in ignoring the 
actual value of the missing art. 

In December of 1994, 
Supervisor Terence Hallinan 
called for public hearings on the 
missing city-owned property, 
and the matter was sent to the 
Committee on Government 
Efficiency. 

“I am not an official of the 
city, so I have to write letters 
and make phone calls and it has 
been a long, detailed process. I 
have documented everything 
thoroughly,” Hardman said. “We 
are getting closer to resolving 
this and making sure that this 
type of thing does not happen 
again. Mayor Jordan has said 
that he may push for the legisla¬ 
tion necessary to protect the 
assets of the city.” 

Hardman hopes that the city 
will be able to recover the lost 
treasures of the PPIE collection 
to display them in the War 
Memorial as intended. He rec¬ 
ommends that laws should be 
passed requiring organizations 
that borrow city properties to 
report the items at least once a 
year and have them appraised 
every three or four years. 
Careful records should be kept 
that assign responsibility to the 
borrower. He said that at this 
point there appears to be no 
“logical method for protecting 
city assets.” T

his career aside and concentrate 
on taking care of his health, 
because his t-cell count is “well 
below 200” and he suffers from 
fatigue. 

According to Monello, 42, a 
New Jersey transplant who’s 
been with the school district for 
seven years and a California res¬ 
ident since 1979, the reaction 
hasn’t included any hysteria. He 
said the students at McAuliffe, 
and at Eisenhower School 
where he was principal for sev¬ 
eral years, “have been great” 
about the disclosure. 

“Some kids come up and say, 
‘How do you feel, Mr. 


Monello?’ and other kids say 
that they are sorry I have AIDS 
and give me a hug and say they 
wish I didn’t have to leave.” 

He said he has received only 
one piece of hate mail - an 
anonymous letter that suggested 
he resign immediately - and 
he’s also heard from some 
Christian parents of students 
who are quite clear that they 
don’t understand his sexual ori¬ 
entation. 

“But,” he said, “they said 
they know that I am a principal 
and care about the kids, and that 
they are praying for me.” 

A frequent comment from 
parents is that they are happy 
to have the opportunity to dis¬ 
cuss the issues with their chil¬ 
dren. T

HIV+ Prisoner Charged with 
Murder for Allegedly Biting Guard

An HIV-positive prisoner 
at California Men’s Colony 
East at San Luis Obispo faces 
internal institutional charges 
of “attempted murder on a 
peace officer” for allegedly 
biting a corrections guard, the 
Bay Area Reporter learned 
from Judy Greenspan, project 
director for the HIV/AIDS in 
Prison Project of Catholic 
Charities of the East Bay. 

Quentin E. Hicks is being 
unfairly punished because of 
his HIV status, Greenspan 
wrote in a letter of protest 
written to James Gomez, 
director of the California 
Department of Corrections on 
Tuesday, March 7. 

“...The U.S. Center for 
Disease Control maintains 
that no one has become infect¬ 
ed with HIV through biting 
and spitting. Saliva has been 
ruled out as an effective body 
fluid for HIV transmission. In 
fact, no correctional officer 
has become infected through 
biting, spitting, or physical 
altercations with HIV-positive 
prisoners or criminal defen¬ 
dants. These charges stem 
from ignorance and fear of 
HIV and AIDS, and do not 
have any basis in medical 
fact,” Greenspan wrote. 


“In addition, I believe that 
fear of AIDS is the reason the 
case was referred to the dis¬ 
trict attorney in the first place. 
If Mr. Hicks was not HIV-f or 
if his status was not known to 
corrections officers involved, 
he would have been merely 
written up for assault and sent 
to the [internal] security hous¬ 
ing unit (SHU) for a short 
term. Instead, he is facing 
‘attempted murder’ charges 
within the prison and ‘battery 
by a prisoner’ in state court. 
Clearly Mr. Hicks is being 
unfairly punished because of 
his HIV status,” Greenspan 
told the prison’s director. 

She called for an immedi¬ 
ate investigation and urged 
more frequent and compre¬ 
hensive HIV/AIDS education 
for corrections officers, coun¬ 
selors, and prison medical 
staff. 

Greenspan asked that the 
matter be placed on the agen¬ 
da of the AIDS Advisory 
Council for the Department of 
Corrections. “Prisoners with 
HIV and AIDS should be 
treated differently,” she wrote. 
“They should have access to 
better medical care, early 
parole and clinical drug trials 
- not additional punishment, 
longer time and discrimina¬ 
tion.” ▼ 


Gay Man Raped in Prison 
Now Has AIDS; Suing U.S.

A prisoner currently incar¬ 
cerated in the Santa Rita lail at 
Dublin has retained attorneys in 
Canada and the U.S. and is 
suing the U.S. governmeni for 
violation of his civil rights The 
case has international implica¬ 
tions in that it represents 
Canada's first refugee claim 
from the U S. 

Kevin Borkowski. 28. says 
he was sexually assaulted in 
! federal prison in 1987 while 
I under the negligent care of the 
; U.S. Bureau of Prisons He 
j alleges he contracted HIV as a 
result of the rape, which he 
described as a death sentence 
courtesy of the U.S. 
Government. 

I Borkowski was continually 
bashed and harassed by prison- 
i ers. his pending suit alleges, and 
was then put in solitary confine¬ 
ment and brutalized by prison 
guards 

Years later Borkowski was a 
recipient of the experimental 
AIDS treatment GP 160. also 
known as Baxsyn, at Stanford 
University, and reportedly 
responded well. But after he 
was rearrested in 1992 for mail 
fraud, his drug treatment was 
discontinued because the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration 
bans medical experiments on 
prisoners. 

Borkowski jumped bail in 
1993 - after conviction but 
before sentencing - and fled to 
Canada, where he filed a 
Convention Refugee claim 
under the Geneva Convention 
Declaration of Human Rights. 


While in Canada he received 
additional experimental treat¬ 
ments for AIDS because he 
tailed common FDA-approved 
regimes such as AZT. ddl. and 
ddC 

In February. 1994 he was 
arrested while working as a 
paralegal al a Vancouver law 
firm and applied for refugee sta¬ 
tus His refugee claim failed and 
he is now at Santa Rita awaiting 
sentence for his 1993 conviction 
of mail fraud, and pending trial 
for failure to appear tor .sentenc 
mg 

Expanded Acc^ess 
offered 

Dr. Julio S.G. Montaner, an 
M.D. specializing in internal 
medicine, wrote to confirm that 
Borkowski failed AZT and 
proved intolerant to ddl “I 
would greatly appreciate the 
opportunity of offering him the 
Canadian Expanded Access 
Program.” Dr. Montaner wrote. 

The law firm of Wittchen, 
Macintosh and Larson in 
Vancouver. B.C. represents 
Borkowski with respect to his 
immigration matters in Canada. 
In a letter dated last June, they 
also asked the U.S. to “guaran¬ 
tee that you will make available 
to Mr. Borkowski experimental 
AIDS medication, while Mr. 
Borkowski is in your federal 
penitentiary, any experimental, 
non-USFDA approved, medica¬ 
tion for treatment of AIDS.” 

Unfortunately, according to 
Judy Greenspan, HIV/AIDS 
project director of Catholic 
Charities of the East Bay, 
Borkowski has written her to 


say he has been informed he 
will be provided with neither 
needed surgery nor unconven¬ 
tional AIDS treatments in 
American prisons. 

“At present I am not being 
afforded proper medical care for 
HIV/AIDS and it is this particu¬ 
lar negligence which, I assert, is 
anathema to the most funda¬ 
mental humane considerations.” 
he wrote, asking Catholic 
Charities to submit an Amicus 
Curiae [friend of the court] brief 
on his behalf. He has also enlist¬ 
ed the support of ACT UP San 
Francisco. 

Both Borkowski and his 
Vancouver law firm fear what 
might happen to him behind 
bars. “I am a gay man fearing 
incarceration under the negli¬ 
gent care of the Bureau of 
Prisons for fear [once again | of 
maltreatment (rape) or even 
death at the hands of predators,” 
Borkowski wrote. His lawyers 
have asked U.S. authorities to 
guarantee “extra protection to 
try to ensure his safety from 
anti-gay inmates” including 
Aryan Brotherhood members 
and religious fundamentalist 
group members. They also 
asked this be accomplished 
without using solitary confine¬ 
ment. 

Borkowski’s U.S. counsel 
told him he may face about four 
years for mail fraud and perhaps 
up to three additional years for 
failure to appear. Borkowski 
told the B.A.R. that Charles 
Gretsch, his court-appointed 
attorney, “informs me that I 
shall likely die in custody.” 

“I beg to differ,” he said. ▼

Battle To 
Save HOPWA 

Representatives Charles 
Schumer, D-NY, and Chris 
Shays, R-Connecticut, agreed 
Tuesday, March 14, to co-spon¬ 
sor an amendment to restore all 
$186 million - the whole fiscal 
year 1995 amount - for Housing 
Opportunities for People With 
AIDS (HOPWA), according to 
information provided by Bob 
Nelson, director of public poli¬ 
cy for Catholic Charities in the 
Archdiocese of San Francisco. 

Nelson urged B.A.R. readers 
to call their U. S. House repre¬ 
sentative at once. “Tell them we 
need this money to keep people 
with HIV/AIDS from dying 
prematurely on the streets, or 
incurring even greater costs in 
medical care. Ask them to vote 
for the Shays-Schumer amend¬ 
ment to the FY 95 Rescissions 
bill when it goes to the House 
floor,” he said.

Fundy College Student, 33, Sues 
Lesbian Prof After Sex Lecture

SACRAMENTO - A lesbian California 
State University-Sacramento professor has 
been hit with a $2.5 million sexual harass¬ 
ment claim by a Christian former student 
who said he was shocked by her graphic lec¬ 
ture on female sexuality. 

The complainant, 33-year-old Craig 
Rogers, said he suffered “mental anguish, 
pain and suffering, loss of concentration, 
and emotional distress” after sitting through 
a guest lecture given by Professor Joanne 
Marrow last December in a psychology 
class. 

Students were warned to leave if they 
were uncomfortable with “pornographic 
material,” Rogers said, but he decided to 
stay out of concern about missing important 
information that could be on future exams. 

After the second warning. Marrow dis¬ 
cussed female sexuality using graphic and 
personal anecdotes about masturbation. 


made jokes about male genitalia, discussed 
sex toys, and showed the class slides of 
female genitalia, the claim said. 

Rogers said he was stunned by the lecture 
and filed the claim after the university failed 
to take his complaints seriously. Such a 
claim is the first step in filing a lawsuit. 

University officials said they are looking 
into the accusations. John Poswall, 
Marrow’s attorney, dismissed the allegations 
and said such complaints could be a threat to 
academic freedom. 

Poswall suggested Rogers, a Christian, 
was on a “religious crusade.” Rogers said his 
religion had nothing to do with sexual 
harassment. 

Kathleen Smith, an attorney for Rogers, 
said the lecture was a violation of university 
sexual harassment regulations that ban per¬ 
sistent displays of sexually explicit pictures. 

Marrow, 50, has served on the faculty 
since 1974, and is working on a book on 
female sexuality. T

Cincinnati: A Town Divided Over Gay Rights

CINCINNATI - As the constitutional¬ 
ity of a voter-approved Cincinnati charter 
amendment based on Colorado’s 
Amendment 2 was argued in the U.S. 6th 
Circuit Court of Appeals last week, a for¬ 
mer gay rights backer in the city council 
bowed to pressure from the radical right 
by providing the swing vote to remove 
“sexual orientation’’ protections from the 
city’s human rights ordinance. 

Issue 3, a charter amendment that 
denies employment and housing discrim¬ 
ination protection based on sexual orien¬ 
tation, was voted into effect in November 
1993 by 62 percent of Cincinnati citizens 
casting ballots. The law was later ruled 
unconstitutional by U.S. District Court 
Judge Arthur Spiegel, who called it con¬ 
stitutionally vague and in violation of the 
First and 14th Amendments, and said not 
even voters can deny constitutionally- 
provided civil rights protections to gay, 
lesbian, or bisexual citizens. 

The city immediately appealed 
Spiegel’s ruling. 

Three appellate judges will decide 
whether Spiegel was correct when he 
ruled that gays, lesbians, and bisexuals 


are an identifiable group with guaranteed 
civil rights and that those rights could not 
be abridged because of sexual orienta¬ 
tion; and whether Cincinnati voters were 
within their rights to allow discrimination 
against gay and bisexual residents. 

Each side has promised to appeal to 
the U.S. Supreme Court if the appellate 
court rules against them. 

City council turncoat 

On Wednesday, March 8, Cincinnati 
city council member Dwight Tillery voted 
in favor of removing civil rights protec¬ 
tions based on sexual orientation from the 
city’s human rights ordinance, thereby 
preventing a so-called “pro-family” polit¬ 
ical action organization from opposing 
him in November’s council elections. 

Tillery voted against a similar propos¬ 
al when it was suggested and failed by a 
5-4 vote in January 1994. This year, after 
the American Family Association of Ohio 
promised to initiate “Project Searchlight” 
- a mass mailing urging 20,000 
Cincinnati voters to vote against candi¬ 
dates “promoting the homosexual agen¬ 
da” - he called gay protections “special 
rights,” a favorite term of the far right. 

“If he goes through with what he says 


he is going to do, Dwight Tillery will no 
longer be a target [of Project 
Searchlight],” Scott Ross of Bethel, the 
PAC’s Ohio coordinator, told United 
Press International before the vote. 

Tillery said he decided to change his 
vote because “the voters overwhelmingly 
passed Issue 3. 

“In a democracy, it is the role of elect¬ 
ed officials to represent the people,” he 
added. 

HRC turn-down 

Tillery’s action came less than a week 
after a Cincinnati federal appellate judge 
withdrew his name from a list of five 
prominent residents nominated to the 
city’s human relations commission. 

Mayor Roxanne Qualls said Nathaniel 
Jones, a 6th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
judge, removed himself from considera¬ 
tion because he did not want to be 
involved in any controversy surrounding 
the city’s appeal of a lower court deci¬ 
sion. 

Jones and four other Cincinnatians 
were nominated to the commission 
March 1, but Qualls .delayed submitting 
their names to city council after a non¬ 
city resident questioned her judgment. 


Montgomery resident Jennifer 
Thomas called three nominations “moral¬ 
ly offensive” to Cincinnati residents who 
voted for Issue 3. 

In addition to Jones, Thomas objected 
to Cindy Abel, director of Stonewall 
Cincinnati, a gay-rights group; and 
Louise Spiegel, whose husband, U.S. 
District Court Judge Arthur Spiegel, dis¬ 
missed a challenge to Issue 3. 

Qualls said Mrs. Spiegel has been 
involved “behind the scenes” with the 
Cincinnati Human Relations Commission 
for 30 years. 

One small bit of encouragement for 
gay rights advocates was a letter sent by a 
Chicago-headquartered organization 
funded by 70 religious orders of Catholic 
nuns and priests to Tillery before his vote. 
Catholic Advocates for Lesbian & Gay 
Rights urged him “not to cave in to hate¬ 
ful bigots who seek to deny gay citizens 
their basic civil rights. 

“We are saddened that the Cincinnati 
Council is poised to turn its back on what 
is just and moral and embraces bigotry 
and intolerance,” said Brother Rick 
Garcia, the organization’s director. 
“Denying basic civil rights protections to 
gay citizens is immoral.” ▼ 


Murder Defense: Homosexual Panic On the Air?

PONTIAC, MICHIGAN - 
After a suburban Detroit man 
fatally shot a man in the neigh¬ 
borhood who had a secret crush 


on him, a prosecutor blamed 
producers of the Jenny Jones TV 
talk show who brought the crush 
to the defendant’s attention 
through trickery. 

A “cynical pursuit of ratings 
over common decency” by the 


show’s producers caused 24- 
year-old John Schmitz to mur¬ 
der Scott Amedure, 32, with a 
12-gauge shotgun in the vic¬ 
tim’s mobile home near the 
town of Lake Orion Thursday, 
March 9, according to prosecu- 
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tor Richard Thompson. Police 
said Schmitz was humiliated on 
the talk show about “men who 
have secret crushes on men.” 
On the show Amedure, a gay 
man, declared he liked 
Schmitz. 

“Jenny Jones show 
ambushed this defendant with 
humiliation, and in retaliation 
this defendant ambushed the 
victim with a shotgun,” 
Thompson said. 

“That by no means excuses 
the action that the defendant 
took,” he said, “but the rule that 
anything goes on daytime televi¬ 
sion on these talk shows reveals 
a cynical pursuit of ratings over 
common decency and good 
taste.” 

Thompson’s comments came 
as Schmitz was arraigned Friday 
in district court on charges of 
first-degree murder and com¬ 
mitting a felony with a firearm. 
If convicted of murder he could 
receive life in prison. 

A judge ordered Schmitz 
held without bond pending an 
April 4 hearing. 

On Monday Schmitz and 
Amedure, acquaintances who 
recently met, traveled to 
Chicago for a taping of a show. 

Schmitz told police he was 
lured to the taping under false 
pretenses, thinking he would 
meet a secret female admirer. 
Indeed, police said, as Schmitz 
walked on stage during the 
show’s taping he saw a woman 
he knew sitting there. He kissed 
her. 

Schmitz was mortified when 
Jenny Jones announced that in 
fact Amedure was his gay secret 


admirer with a crush on him, 
police said, but he stayed on 
stage and told the audience he 
was heterosexual. 

The two men later flew 
home. 

Thursday, police said, 
Schmitz became enraged when 
he found a suggestive love note 
at his house, which he assumed 
Amedure had sent. He then 
bought the shotgun, went to the 
victim’s house, and fired twice 
at close range. 

Jenny Jones producers said 
they regretted the slaying and 
would not air the interview. 

The sheriff’s department was 
examining the tape. Thompson 
said the tape would likely be 
used by both prosecutors and 
defense attorneys at Schmitz’s 
trial. 

Thompson admitted the 
Jenny Jones producers had not 
broken the law. But he criticized 
them for apparently failing to 
conduct a background check on 
Schmitz, a waiter, and Amedure, 
who was unemployed. 

A mutual friend had only 
recently introduced the victim 
and suspect. 

The producers “showed 
incredible insensitivity,” 

Thompson said. 

A tape recording of 
Schmitz’s call to 911 after the 
shooting reveals that when the 
operator asked why he commit¬ 
ted the murder he responded, in 
part, “He’s a homosexual.” 

Sergeant Michael Elliott, of 
the Oakland County Sheriff’s 
office, said police do not view 
the shooting as anti-gay. “It’s 
absolutely not that,” he said. ▼

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White Meets with Robertson, Goes Free

A joyous Reverend Mel 
White, the openly gay former 
speechwriter for Christian 
Coalition leader Pat Robertson, 
was released from the Virginia 
Beach City Jail late on the 
evening of Wednesday, March 8. 

Robertson - patriarch of the 
religious right, founder of the 
Christian Broadcasting 

Network, and host of the 700 
Club - had blinked. 

White ' began a fast 
Valentine’s Day after he unsuc¬ 
cessfully tried to meet with his 
former boss to discuss how the 
kind of extreme rhetoric and 
untruths preached by Robertson 
can lead to anti-gay hate crimes, 
even death. Robertson refused, 
and White was ejected from the 
building at close of business. 

White returned the following 
day and was arrested for tres¬ 
passing. He refused to post 
$2,500 bond and continued his 
fasting for those 23 days. 

It was about 8:15 at night. 
“Five deputies were outside my 
isolation cell, my door was 
unlocked, and I went sprinting 
through the corridor,” recounted 
White in an interview the morn¬ 
ing after his release. They took 
him to a cell where attorneys 
meet with clients. 

“Next thing I knew, Pat 
walked in. And I just felt like 
screaming with delight.” His 
spokesman Gene Kapp 
“plopped” a tape recorder down 
on the table. “Pat, would you 


like to lead us in prayer or 
would you like me to?” asked 
White. 

He described the conversa¬ 
tion as “cordial,” but the visitors 
never even removed their over¬ 
coats in the dozen minutes it 
lasted. White asked Robertson if 
he would “acknowledge pub¬ 
licly the rise of hate crimes 
against gay and lesbian people, 
and condemn anyone who com¬ 
mits or incites those crimes.” 
And second, to meet with a 
group from PFLAG “to talk 
about the human side of this suf¬ 
fering.” 

Robertson responded that he 
had a busy schedule, but would 
see what could be done. He 
repeated his view that homosexu¬ 
ality is a sin, handing White a let¬ 
ter outlining that position. He said 
he was making the visit at the 
request of White’s parents, long 
time supporters of Robertson - 
who are leaving $100,000 to one 
of his organizations in their will - 
and then he left. 

Sheriff Frank Drew soon 
appeared and said all charges 
had been dropped by Robertson. 

White was both generous and 
gloating in his victory. 

“It took a big man to take that 
step,” he offered. “It is the first 
time he has ever agreed to meet 
with gays or lesbians, let alone 
gay and lesbian Christian 
activists. 

“Just to meet with Pat has to 
make a certain kind of compro¬ 
mise that says we exist. It is 
very much like recognizing a 


country he has never recognized 
before.” 

Yet at the same time he 
recounted “tactical blunders” 
Robertson had made throughout 
the whole process. “Pat didn’t 
want them dragging me out of 
there [jail] on a stretcher. That 
would have been a terrible mis¬ 
take on his part.” 

But he concluded, “Whether 
he [Robertson] came out of 
compassion for me or out of 
being wise and poiitical, it does¬ 
n’t matter folks, he came.” 

The stay in jail and the fast 


have taken their toll on him. “I 
felt so ugly when I looked in the 
mirror,” said White. His gaunt 
face was now framed by a beard, 
the result of choosing not to use 
the lone razor inmates of the jail 
must share. 

This normally thin man had 
shed 15 pounds, leaving promi¬ 
nent bones and little padding. 
Gary Nixon, his life partner of 
15 years, said that hugging him 
“was like hugging my grand¬ 
mother.” 

White is still on “the adrena¬ 
line rush” of Robertson having 


“made a pilgrimage to see a gay 
man in prison.” But he admitted 
to “a kind of hollow sense that 
the energy is not up to what it 
used to be.” 

He plans to stay several days 
in Virginia Beach, “celebrating” 
with the community that sup¬ 
ported and sustained him. Then 
he longs to go home to be with 
Gary and the dogs. But he is 
ready to return should there be a 
need. “If we don’t face oppres¬ 
sion every time it raises its 
head,” he said, “oppression will 
win.” T

Until 1994 the military’s pol¬ 
icy called for the discharge of 
both closeted and open gays and 
lesbians, whether or not they 
had engaged in homosexual 
conduct. 

The new compromise policy, 
signed by President Clinton 
after a fight with Congress and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, permits 
the armed forces to discharge 
only servicemembers who 
exhibit their homosexuality in a 
way that could be considered 
openly, including those who 
have not engaged in any out¬ 
lawed conduct. 

The plaintiffs charge that the 
new policy violates the equal 
protection and First Amendment 
rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution by limiting the 
speech of gays and lesbians and 
applying different penalties to 
the same behavior by homosex¬ 
ual and heterosexual service- 
members. 

In his opening statement 
Monday, attorney Michael 
Lacovara, representing the 
plaintiffs, said the regulations 
are based not on the premise 
that gays and lesbians are 
unfit for service, but instead 
on the idea that open homo¬ 
sexuality would tear at the 
fabric binding the military 
together. 

“The evidence will show the 
only basis for [the policy] is the 
negative or perceived negative 
reaction of non-gay service- 
members - in other words, prej¬ 
udice, antipathy or, in the words 
of one general, ‘the abhorrence 
of gay and lesbian people,”’ 
Lacovara told the court. 

John Rogovin, the attorney 
representing the military, told 
the court that non-gay service- 
members have legitimate con¬ 


cerns about their openly gay 
counterparts. 

He said Congress found four 
threats to the cohesion of mili¬ 
tary units posed by homosexu¬ 
als, including sexual tension, 
reduced privacy, and the risk of 
polarization between gays and 
non-gays. 

“Congress’s overriding con¬ 
cern was in preserving the very 
finest fighting force in the world 
today,” he said. “The evidence 
shows Congress was motivated 
by concerns for military readi¬ 
ness - not prejudice.” 

Rogovin said that while the 
regulations say that openly gay 
servicemembers have a “likeli¬ 
hood” of engaging in homosex¬ 
ual acts, there is a rebuttal 
process they can use to prove 
that although they are gay, they 
will not participate in any pro¬ 
hibited behavior. 

The government is calling no 
witnesses during the three-day 
trial, relying instead on testimo¬ 
ny given before Congress dur¬ 
ing the original debates on the 
policy. The plaintiffs have lined 
up six expert witnesses to testi¬ 
fy about the interaction of gays 
and heterosexuals in the mili¬ 
tary. 

Judge Eugene Nickerson is 
expected to make a decision in 
the case by March 31, when a 
temporary injunction keeping 
the plaintiffs in the Navy and 
the Army Reserves expires. 

The Brooklyn case is the first 
direct challenge to the “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” rule, the plain¬ 
tiffs said. 

Several other lawsuits, pre¬ 
dating the act, are still pending. 
The suit filed by Naval 
Academy midshipman Joseph 
Steffan, dismissed in 1987, was 
unsuccessful, while the suit 
filed by Navy Petty Officer 
Keith Meinhold, dismissed in 
1992, ended with his reinstate¬ 
ment. ▼

HIV Testing of Newborns

Attempting to identify HIV-infected infants, 
California State Senator Tim Leslie has proposed 
SB889, legislation to amend - to include HIV - 
existing regulations that require testing of new¬ 
borns for certain hereditary diseases. The mother 
would be advised prior to newborn testing and the 
test results would be given to her. If the mother 
“cannot receive the information” it would be given 
to the father or legal guardian of the child. In addi¬ 
tion, SB889 would require disclosure of the test 
results to the attending physician, prospective 
adoptive parents, and/or the designated official of 
the agency considered legal guardian (e.g., foster 
care). 

It is important to note that an HIV antibody test 
(currently used to determine adult HIV status) 
does not accurately reflect an infant’s HIV status. 
Bom with maternal antibodies, children of positive 
women usually lose their mothers’ HIV antibodies 
at about 18 months. By then, the child’s immune 
system will have begun producing its own antibod¬ 
ies and a positive antibody test is generally consid¬ 
ered accurate. If no antibodies are seen at 18 
months, the child is considered HIV negative. 
Therefore, when testing a child at birth one is real¬ 
ly testing the mother. Tests that are more accurate 
in determining newborn serostatus are not readily 
available and much more expensive. 

The problem of women and children being 
diagnosed late in disease is acknowledged by indi¬ 
viduals on both sides of the testing debate. A 
recent study suggests that women with AIDS die 
more quickly than men. Upon closer review, the 
data indicate that decreased access to care and 
early diagnosis better explains the difference in 
survival rates than physiology. The average rate of 
mother-to-infant HIV transmission is 25 percent, 
with approximately 30-40 percent of infected chil¬ 
dren progressing very quickly. The greatest risk for 
infants born with HIV is PCP. Without prophylax¬ 
is, fast-progressors could die before their second 
birthday. Furthermore, a complicated foster care 
system with regulations that vary from county-to- 
county often restricts foster parents’ ability to seek 
appropriate healthcare for their HIV-exposed 
charges. 

Introduced-as “Maternal and Child Health: 
Newborn HIV Test,” SB889 falls short of insuring 
either maternal or child health. The legislation pro¬ 
vides no maternal health benefit since it does not 
address the access-as-care issues of women. 
SB889 also fails to guarantee that an HIV exposed 
infant will receive comprehensive HIV care. 
SB889 does not require counseling or informed 
consent, but simply states that the mother will be 
advised of the testing and subsequent results. 
Without informed consent, SB889 is mandatory 
testing of new mothers. 

Furthermore, no compliance mechanism is 
incorporated into SB889. At volunteer test sites, 
many individuals never retrieve their test results. 
Undoubtedly, many women also may not return for 
their baby’s test results. Some won’t return for the 
“usual” reasons (fear of results, denial of risk, etc.) 
- others for reasons more specific to women 
including overwhelming priorities (food, housing, 
child care, etc.), fear that their child will be taken 
away, and fear of abuse or abandonment if their 
partner finds out. Remember also SB889 specifies 
that if the woman is unable to receive the test 
result, it would be given to the infant’s father. This 
alone will put some women in physical and emo¬ 
tional jeopardy. 

Many who oppose mandated or routine testing 
see it as a civil liberties infringement. Supporters 
present prenatal or newborn testing as strictly a 
public health issue and feel that a woman’s rights 
should not prevail. Regardless how one feels about 
civil liberties or women’s rights, passage of SB889 
will place pregnant women in a special category 
without the rights most Americans take for grant¬ 
ed. 

Testing newborns will identify children 
exposed to HIV but only after the child has already 
been exposed - missing possible opportunities to 
reduce exposure risk. Guidelines proposed by the 


Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
recommend that women should be offered HIV 
testing prior to becoming pregnant, for reasons of 
their own health. If not tested prior to pregnancy, 
the CDC recommends that pregnant woman 
should be counseled utilizing established counsel¬ 
ing guidelines, and offered voluntary testing as 
part of prenatal care. The guidelines are very 
explicit in stating that mandatory testing is inap¬ 
propriate. Observational studies reveal that almost 
all pregnant women who are offered HIV testing in 
a supportive manner will be tested voluntarily. The 
guidelines also state that women should never be 
coerced into testing and that refusal to test should 
not be used as rationale to remove a child from the 
mother’s custody. 

ACT UP Golden Gate historically has opposed 
any form of mandated testing, realizing four major 
consistencies: 

• That mandated testing of any targeted group is 
a civil rights violation and not to be taken lightly. 

• That it is easiest to deny civil liberties of dis¬ 
enfranchised persons first. 

• That until our government and society starts 
treating HIV like any other life-threatening disease 
(which happens to be destroying an entire genera¬ 
tion and threatening yet another) activists cannot 
treat it as such. 

• And that there is always another way to solve 
the problem at hand. 

Here are some suggestions regarding the prob¬ 
lem of undiagnosed HIV-positive women, prenatal 
transmission, and children at risk of infection: 

Insure that all women have access to quality 
prenatal care, as well as family planning services. 
Free or low-cost services should be made available 
and be well publicized. 

Attention should be paid to special populations 
such as pregnant women seeking drug treatment, 
illegal immigrants, women prisoners, and home¬ 
less women. No new mother should leave a hospi¬ 
tal without a place to sleep, food, and access to 
healthcare (including drug treatment). Blame the 
system, not HIV-positive women. 

Regardless of gender, patients should be coun¬ 
seled and offered anonymous confidential testing 
(or test site referral) as part of regular health main¬ 
tenance and preventive care (annual physicals and 
check-ups, family planning services, and prenatal 
care). If not previously tested, new mothers should 
be counseled and consented after delivery. 

All healthcare providers should have a basic 
understanding of HIV transmission and testing in 
order to properly counsel their patients - through 
provision of standardized materials to doctor’s 
offices and clinics, required HIV training in med¬ 
ical schools and/or training prior to being licenses. 

Review the foster care system and state adop¬ 
tion procedures with the intent of better meeting 
the needs of children. For example, allow foster 
parents to request an HIV antibody test when a 
child is at risk of HIV infection (as many foster 
kids are) and seek qualified HIV care outside their 
county of residence, regardless of the child’s legal 
guardianship status. Encourage open adoption and 
joint guardianship whenever possible. 

Frequently, the debate over testing of pregnant 
women and/or newborns has denigrated to name¬ 
calling (fascists versus baby-killers). Hopefully, 
SB889 will initiate a more productive dialogue and 
Californians can develop all effective, ethical, and 
efficient means of addressing the complicated 
issues affecting women with HIV and their chil¬ 
dren. T

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QUEER WATCH 


The Myth of Outing

The recent “outing” of Jann 
Wenner, publisher of Rolling 
Stone, together with Olympian 
Greg Louganis’s recent “coming 
out” as an HIVer, has somewhat 
reopened the issue of “outing” 
closeted queers in the media. 
But the debate over the propri¬ 
ety, legality and morality of 
“outing” is so riddled with false 
or hidden assumptions that it 
really can’t get anywhere. 
“Outing” is supposed to be 
about sexual orientation and pri¬ 
vacy; in reality it has a lot more 
to do with power and secrecy. 

Sexual orientation is pre¬ 
sumed to be personal and there¬ 
fore private, not subject to pub¬ 
lic scrutiny unless there’s some 
compelling reason to reveal it. 
Of course, that single exception 
by itself can be stretched to 
cover about 90 percent of homo¬ 
sexuals: teachers, health-care 
providers, even waitrons (since 
the advent of AIDS), and of 
course, any “public” figure can 
be outed by this “exception” to 
the general rule of privacy. 

However, in the absence of 
any claim by the general popu¬ 
lation to a right to know who’s 
homosexual in their community, 
the presumption is that gay 
identities will be kept private in 
order to protect the closeted 
queers. 

Nothing could be further 
from the truth. The closet is 
maintained to protect the illu¬ 
sion of universal heterosexuali¬ 
ty, not closeted gay individuals. 
After all, look at gays in the mil¬ 
itary. Nobody is suggesting in 
any serious way that these sol¬ 
diers have a “right to privacy.” 
The “don’t ask, don’t tell” poli¬ 
cy makes some nods in that 
direction, but the fact that the 
military’s anti-gay witch hunt 
has accelerated under the new 
policy shows how little that 
means. 

In contrast, when Pentagon 
spokesman Pete Williams was 
“outed” as gay a couple of years 
ago, he suffered no adverse con¬ 
sequences. His honchos, with¬ 
out ever explicitly acknowledg¬ 
ing Williams was queer, said 
that it was a non-issue because 
he was a civilian employee of 
the military, rather than a sol¬ 
dier. He, unlike the gay grunts 
currently getting purged, had 
power and clout enough to resist 
“outing.” Powerful homosexuals 
are immune to outing; power¬ 
less ones are completely denied 
the illusory “protection” of the 
closet. 

Always deniable 

Another fallacy at the root of 
the myth of outing is that a gay 
identity is an absolute, a con¬ 
crete fact that may occasionally 
be concealed but, once dis¬ 
closed, is impossible to deny. In 
fact, no identity is easier to deny 
or shed because the mainstream 
media will always, out of con¬ 
cern for the illusion of universal 
heterosexuality, accept virtually 
any excuse to explain away 
homosexuality in popular public 
figures. 

For example. Republican 
Congressman Robert Bauman 
was “outed” three times before 
the charge stuck. His first dis¬ 
closure occurred when he was 
among those who fled a fire in a 
sleazy gay theatre in 
Washington, D.C. On that occa¬ 
sion he simply ignored the issue 
and it went away. A couple of 
years later, he was caught hav¬ 
ing sex with a congressional 


page in the cloakroom; that time 
he went on TV - his grim-faced 
wife at his side - and said that 
he had a problem with alcohol 
but wasn’t homosexual. 

This was kind of like copping 
a plea to a greater charge: for 
there’s no reason why homosex¬ 
uality should impair a legisla¬ 
tor’s ability to do his or her Job, 
while drunkenness clearly does. 
After getting caught with his 
pants down a third time, 
Bauman finally “came out” and 
is currently working the lecture 
circuit. However, if he’d wanted 
to stay “in,” the media would 
certainly have accommodated 
his desires as they did the first 
and second times. 

Protecting the illusion of het¬ 
erosexuality is even more of a 
factor when it comes to athletes. 
The sports world is very homo- 
phobic and very concerned to 
conceal the high rate of homo¬ 
sexuality among professional 
and amateur athletes. 

This is why Greg Louganis 
was never “outed,” even in 1988 
when his ex-manager/ex-lover 
was trying like crazy to do so 
out of rage at being dumped. 
That’s why Brian Boitano was 
never accused of more than “not 
being butch enough” to win any 
significant endorsement con¬ 
tracts. And it’s why Magic 
Johnson was never labeled as 
queer even after the media 
decided to “out” him as an 
HIVer. No one cared about pro¬ 
tecting the individuals involved, 
but the world had to be protect¬ 
ed from the fact that their pre¬ 
cious sports heroes were homos. 

Even assuming you had 
undeniable evidence of some¬ 
one’s queerness - like photos, 
videos, and testimony by 
numerous reliable informants - 
they could always use the con¬ 
version defense. The gist of this 
is: “Yes, Satan misled me down 
the path of Sodom, but I have 
since seen the light and been 
saved by Christ and now am 
clean of sin. Hallelujah!” A gay 
identity is always deniable, 
however absurd the form of the 
specific denial. 

The gray zone 

A final myth, propagated by 
the rebirth of a militant gay 
movement sparked by the emer¬ 
gence of ACT UP in the ’80s, is 
that the gay community has the 
power to both protect the identi¬ 
ty of its members and to “out” 
them. In fact, that power 
belongs exclusively to the main¬ 
stream media. After all, activist 
attempts to “out” Pete Williams 
ultimately came to nothing, but 
when USA Today decided to 
“out” Arthur Ashe and Magic 
Johnson as HlVers, that was that 
for both of them. 

In any given week the Bay 
Area Reporter routinely men¬ 
tions the homosexuality of a 
number of “closeted” public fig¬ 
ures, yet none of these people 
are considered “out” in the gen¬ 
eral media. It leads to the exis¬ 
tence of a weird gray zone, 
where individuals are widely 
understood to be homosexual by 
people in the know but not gen¬ 
erally. When New York City 
hired a famous school adminis¬ 
trator from San Francisco, his 
homosexuality was considered a 
pretty open secret locally but 
apparently was well-hidden 
enough to anger some of his 
new constituents when word 
finally filtered down to them 
through the grapevine. 

Did he have a “ right” to con¬ 
ceal his orientation in order to 
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get an important public position? 
It was a moot point, since he had 
the power to protect his secret. 

Alexander Cockburn reports, 
in the latest issue of the North 
Bay weekly the Anderson Valley 
Advertiser, that Senator Mark 
Hatfield of Oregon is “well- 
known” to be homosexual. 
Cockburn speculates that 
Hatfield, the only Republican 
senator to vote against the bal¬ 
anced budget amendment, 
might be “outed” by irate con¬ 
servatives angered by his prin¬ 
cipled refusal to toe the 
Republican party line. 
Cockburn adds, peripherally, 
that the Democratic senator 
who led the opposition to that 
amendment, Robert Byrd of 
West Virginia, is also a closeted 
homosexual. 

They may try to “out” 


Hatfield, but they won’t succeed 
- for the reasons cited above. 
Nor will Cockburn’s declaration 
be picked up the mainstream 
media; my guess is that if his 
column for the Advertiser is 
reprinted in the national maga¬ 
zine The Nation, as they often 
are, that even that radical publi¬ 
cation will censor the indiscreet 
paragraph. It has nothing to do 
with respecting privacy or jour¬ 
nalistic ethics; it has everything 
to do with power, fear of 
reprisals, and maintaining popu¬ 
lar illusions. 

Some people stay in the clos¬ 
et out of concern for their basic 
safety. Working-class queers 
and homosexuals of any class 
who live outside the few gay 
urban meccas risk losing their 
livelihood or their very lives if 
they’re open about their sexual 


orientation. But upper-class 
homosexuals, like congressmen 
or Hollywood magnates, are 
really in no danger. They stay in 
the closet so that they can have 
their cake and eat it too, enjoy¬ 
ing both the privileges of hetero¬ 
sexuality and the joys of gay 
sex. 

I have a hard time sympathiz¬ 
ing with these people. They 
underline the fact that dishonest 
homosexuals are rewarded for 
their ability to “pass” while 
open queers are punished for 
their refusal to hide. Overall, I 
question the value of the closet 
as a defense for oppressed 
queers. Maybe it’s time we 
shifted toward demanding our 
rights rather than seeking to be 
allowed to hide who we are in 
order to escape the wrath of the 
mob. ▼ 
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THIS WEEK IN GAY HISTORY 


Changing History, Changing Minds

The month of March has long had a 
reputation as capricious: going in like a 
lamb (or lion) and coming out the oppo¬ 
site way ; sudden weather changes; and the 
turning of fancies are just three examples. 

A few more instances of March’s 
changeability factor are: 

• During this week in 1971, Idaho leg¬ 
islators voted to decriminalize homosexu¬ 
al acts between consenting adults. 
However, they soon caved in to pressure 
from conservative and religious groups 
and reversed their original decision. 

• The Equal Rights Amendment 
passed the U.S. Senate this week on 
March 22, 1972. The amendment imme¬ 
diately created a firestorm of protest by 
conservatives who saw it as a feminist - 
and lesbian - plot to revolutionize sex 
roles. (As if that were a bad thing!) It got 
off to a good start, garnering ratification 
by 22 out of the 38 states required. But 
the ERA faded from view on June 30, 
1982, just three states shy of those need¬ 


ed for adoption into the Constitution. 
(Coincidentally, Hawaii might have been 
the last state to become part of the union, 
but it has made up for lost time. In addi¬ 
tion to being the first state to seriously 
consider same-sex marriages, Hawaii was 
also the first state to ratify the ERA and 
the first state to approve abortion rights.) 

• On March 12,1976, presidential can¬ 
didate Jimmy Carter told Los Angeles 
gay rights activists that, if elected, he 
would “be willing” to sign an order ban¬ 
ning all discrimination against gays and 
lesbians. Carter promised an end to bias 
against gays in the military, housing, 
employment and in the schools. (He 
changed his mind.) 

• In 1977, the Arkansas state legislature 
voted to reinstate its sodomy laws, which 
were repealed just two years earlier. 

• Some elected officials never change. 
On March 20, 1978, San Francisco 
passed the most progressive set of gay 
rights legislation for its time and never 
looked back. Only one of the 11 supervi¬ 
sors, the infamous Dan White, voted 


against the ordinance. 

• Fortunately, some changes of heart 
work in our favor. On March 20,1986, for 
example, after 14 long and bitter years of 
lobbying by activists, the New York City 
Council finally voted for a gay rights bill. 

• About this time in 1987, President 
Reagan got an HIV test - but he still did¬ 
n’t get religion. Aides revealed to the 
press that on March 17, Reagan was test¬ 
ed out of fear that he may have been 
infected during a blood transfusion he 
received after the 1981 assassination 
attempt. 

• ROTC poster boy James Holobaugh 
was ordered in 1988 to repay $25,000 in 
scholarship money after coming out to 
officers in his unit. Undaunted, 
Holobaugh turned the tables right back 
around again and threatened to sue. The 
Pentagon relented, and Holobaugh kept 
his scholarship. T

effect” as the biological parent. 

The hitch is that the agency 
had no procedure to take in and 
process a “limited consent.” So 
they constructed a “fictitious 
policy,” says Bennett. When a 
petition for adoption was filed 
by a same sex couple, the 
bureau could not proceed unless 
a judge ordered them to do a 
“home study,” which is usual in 
adoptions cases but without the 


specific court order. After the 
“home study,” the social worker 
“reluctantly recommends a 
denial” of the petition for adop¬ 
tion, because they have no pro¬ 
cedure to deal with “limited 
consent.” However, they note in 
their “home study” report that 
they find the best interests of the 
child would be served if the 
adoption would go through. 

“Everything then goes to the 
judge - the papers, the people, 
the child,” says Bennett. ‘There 
is a hearing and the judge finds 
it’s in the best interest of the 


child to have the adoption final¬ 
ized and overrules the ‘reluctant 
denial.’ The court has the discre¬ 
tion and the power to do this.” 

Meanwhile, “powers-that-be 
in Sacramento decided this 
whole thing was a piece of fic¬ 
tion - that the social worker was 
consistently finding after ‘home 
study’ that it was in the best 
interests of the children to be 
adopted and that there was no 
reason to issue a denial in these 
cases. So they changed their 
policy to full recognition and 
recommendation of approval,” 


Bennett told the B.A.R. “This 
full recommendation of 
approval also means they don’t 
have to go through the fiction of 
a single parent doing the adop¬ 
tion first then ‘adding on’ a par¬ 
ent.” This is particularly impor¬ 
tant in situations where the two 
parents do not have a legal rela¬ 
tionship to the child. 

' Wilson allegedly was sur¬ 
prised when asked by a 
Sacramento Bee columnist for 
comment on the official 
December policy - and immedi¬ 
ately ordered not only the re¬ 
instatement of the old 1987 pol¬ 
icy, but a complete review by 
the Office of Administrative 
Law, which would add weight to 
his directive to allow adoptions 
only to “couples who have for¬ 
malized their relationships 
through marriage.” 

Since lesbians and gays can¬ 
not legally marry, the directive 
is viewed as targeted to gay cou¬ 
ples to shore up Wilson’s sup¬ 
port with the conservative right. 
Bennett, however, notes that for 
a while at least, adoptions will 
most likely proceed as they did 
before the bureau came up with 
the easier solution. But there are 
concerns. Rumors are flying 
that the state legislature might 
“fix the problem” through legis¬ 
lation: currently there is no state 
law prohibiting unmarried or 
same sex adoptions. There is 
some additional question about 
whether the central commis¬ 
sioner handling adoptions will 
take the cases off the court cal¬ 
endar until after “this mess is 
cleared up.” But, Bennett points 
out, the judges can continue to 
approve full adoptions until 
given notice they can’t. 

As to Wilson’s political 
agenda, Bennett said, “If this is 
a moderate Republican who is

Public Utilities Commission, 
who insisted San Francisco’s 
water supply is safe in a memo 
to the mayor, board of supervi¬ 
sors, and the Public Utilities 
Commission. 

“San Francisco has a disease 
surveillance program that will 
detect low level outbreaks of 
cryptosporidum in immunocom¬ 
promised persons,” Moran said. 
“These studies repeatedly show 
that there have not been any out- 
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supposed to have a better record 
on social issues, then God help 
us all. And any gay or lesbian 
who is a Republican is out of 
their mind - that’s all I have to 
say.” 

The Republican 
response 

“I don’t know what happened. 
I’m not a family lawyer, but I 
don’t think it’ll make a differ¬ 
ence because the judge can still 
decide,” attorney Carol Newman, 
Vice President of the Los 
Angeles Republican Log Cabin 
Club, told the B.A.R. “But this 
morning a high level person from 
the governor’s office tried to 
explain what happened. I think 
there’s been a misunderstanding 
- at least that’s what they’re 
telling me. I can’t respond until I 
hear what happened.” 

“Speaking for myself, it 
seems reprehensible that the 
governor would continue to find 
it necessary to pander to the 
radical right for political gain at 
the expense of and on the backs 
of gays and lesbians in 
California - including many, 
many who have been his sup¬ 
porters in the past,” said Log 
Cabin/LA President Ritch 
Colbert. “Recent research 
shows that the vast majority of 
Americans are far more afraid 
of the radical right’s agenda 
than of the so-called ‘Gay 
Agenda,’ so this kind of postur¬ 
ing is a mystery. I don’t get it.” 

Colbert says he expects the 
issue to be brought before the 
statewide Log Cabin meeting on 
March 25-26 in San Luis 
Obispo. He is not sure, however, 
that a statement will be issued 
after the meeting. A call to 
Rosalie Zalis, a Wilson senior 
policy advisor, was not returned 
before press time.

Juror Michael Shipp, a 
retired Richmond police 
officer, explained that pre¬ 
venting the spread of HIV 
was foremost in the minds of 
jury members. “There was 
less harm in distributing the 
needles, compared to the 
harm that would be done by 
not distributing the needles,” 
he said outside the 
Municipal Courtroom in 
Oakland shortly after the 
case adjourned. 

Shipp also said that jurors 
supported an expansion of nee¬ 
dle exchange programs. “There 
were suggestions on how the 
state legislators should change 
the laws to accept it,” he said. 

Defendants were understand¬ 
ably jubilant at the decision, all 
underscoring their commitment 
to needle exchange. “This is my 
51st birthday, and this is a won¬ 


derful birthday present,” said 
Scott Halem. 

Jan Gilbrecht, an ACE volun¬ 
teer who was not charged, said 
the group expected the verdict 
to bring an end to arrests. “We 
really want to work very closely 
with county and city officials to 
bring needle exchange inside, to 
integrate it with a range of other 
services for the injection drug 
using community and to legit¬ 
imize it,” she said. 

“They’ve lost three times - 
what more does it take?” com¬ 
mented defendant Ricky 
Bluthenthal. 

When asked about criticisms 
that needle exchange merely 
increases the rate of drug abuse, 
Bluthenthal said that many ACE 
clients have actually gotten help 
for their addiction after getting 
to know the volunteers. 

“I would not do this if it were 
encouraging drug use,” 
Bluthenthal said. “I haven’t 
used drugs in my life; I don’t 
think it’s a good idea.” ▼

'Outbreak': Ocean of Inanity 

Dangerous Nonsense

utbreak tries to look at 
a plague, but lacks the 
guts to do it honestly or 
well. The camera will 
close in to show just how horri¬ 
bly gross a victim looks, then at 
the last second cut away to show 
instead the vague, blurry reflec¬ 
tion of said victim in some¬ 
body’s protective face mask. It’s 
symptomatic of how director 
Wolfgang Petersen’s film fails 
to deliver generally and also of 
its refusal to actually take a seri¬ 
ous look at how our society 
reacts to an epidemic. 

Dustin Hoffman plays Col. 
Sam Daniels, the U.S. Army’s 
best virologist, out to stop a 
deadly plague but hampered by 
a sinister general (Donald 
Sutherland), who wants to save 
the virus for use in biological 
warfare. Naturally there has to 
be a romantic interest, so we 
have Dr. Robby Keough (Rene 
Russo), Sam’s recently divorced 
ex-wife, a highly placed honcha 
at the Centers for Disease 
Control. 

To provide dramatic conflict, 
there’s Dr. Sam’s crusty com¬ 
manding officer, Gen. Billy 
Ford (Morgan Freeman), torn 
between assisting his friend 
Sam and obedience to his own 
C.O., evil general Sutherland. 
None of these characters has 
much depth, but the breakneck 
speed of the movie, packed with 
chase scenes and helicopter 
dogfights, is supposed to dis¬ 
tract you from this, not to men¬ 
tion the numerous holes in the 
plot. 

In stark contrast to the plague 
we all know and hate, the 
Outbreak virus moves so fast 
that the entire epidemic - from 
“patient zero” to cure - takes 
about a week. People die in a 


couple of days, and the cure 
takes about a half an hour (!) to 
discover once the host animal 
(who for some unexplained rea¬ 
son remains unaffected by the 
disease) has been found. This 
violates every scientific princi¬ 
ple currently known about 
viruses and their epidemiology, 
but it’s necessary to aid and abet 
the frantic pace, which is the 
only thing that keeps this film 
from collapsing under its own 
weight. 

Troubling twist 

Most of the “science” here is 
argle-bargle and empty jargon, 
but it has one plot twist which 
seems likely to cause PWAs an 
awful lot of trouble. Shortly 
after arriving in California, the 
virus “aerosolizes” - becomes 
airborne - virtually over night. 
This, again, is required by the 
plot to explain how such a dead¬ 
ly virus got here from Africa 
without killing all its hosts 
and/or infecting everybody on 
the ship on which it traveled. 

In real life such transforma¬ 
tions are impossible, but the 
viewing public won’t know that. 
Here we have a virus that’s 
clearly modeled on AIDS: it’s 
from Africa, it’s carried by mon¬ 
keys and spread to humans, it’s 
fatal, it mutates quickly. The 
victims, when we glance at 
them, even look like PWAs with 
Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

Everyone will get the mes¬ 
sage that this is supposed to be 
AIDS or something really quite 
like it. And it changes from 
being relatively hard to get to 
being transmittable not just by 
casual contact but by air, 
through hospital ventilation 
ducts. In its new form, we’re 
told, it could wipe out the entire 
population of the U.S. in two 
days. 


The homophobes and 
AIDSphobes will certainly seize 
on this potential threat present¬ 
ed so dramatically in Outbreak. 
Can we prove that HIV won’t 
“aerosolize” overnight like the 
“motalga” virus of the movie? 
Obviously not. 

The movie has its own sug¬ 
gestion on how to treat a virus 
this contagious: corral all the 
victims and then fry them with 
the biggest non-nuclear bomb 
you can find. Cuba’s notorious 
AIDS quarantines sound benev¬ 
olent by contrast. 

It is fortunate, therefore, that 
Outbreak fails so miserably as a 
drama, a movie, or even as sim¬ 
ple entertainment. Only the 
noisy soundtrack keeps the 
audience from nodding off. 
With any tuck this dog will flop 
at the box office and vanish 
from the nation’s movie screens 
before it has time to do too 
much damage. ▼

In The Sum of Us, the wid¬ 
owed Harry Mitchell is an 
Aussie Everyman who lives 
with his son Jeff, a plumber, in a 
working-class neighborhood of 
Sydney. A generation apart, 
father and son work the Sydney 
singles’ scene - albeit separate¬ 
ly. Dad is straight; his son is gay. 
And although Harry and Jeff 
Mitchell have resolved things to 
their mutual satisfaction, 
Harry’s new girlfriend Joyce 
and Jeff’s new boyfriend Greg 
find this arrangement challeng¬ 
ing. The conflict of affectional 
preferences, unfolding within 


the context of the Mitchell fam¬ 
ily history, is the heart and soul 
of The Sum of Us. 

Directors Kevin Dowling 
and Geoff Burton bring David 
Stevens’ stage play, to the screen 
with great sensitivity and 
restraint. They are aided in their 
efforts by exceptional perfor¬ 
mances from all the principle 
actors, most notably Jack 
Thompson as the impish and 
jovial Harry, and Russell Crowe 
as his sweet and insecure gay 
son. The actors’ onscreen cama¬ 
raderie reflects a masculine, 
familial bonding that is firmly 
grounded in love; it’s hard to 
imagine a gay son or daughter 
who won’t respect, admire, and 
possibly envy this relationship.

with all its quirks and imperfec¬ 
tions. 

The Sum of Us is one of those 
rare cinematic experiences with 
such honorable intentions that 
almost any flaw can be forgiven. 
But there are flaws. Writer 
David Stevens, adapting his 
play to the screen, falls into the 
deadly cinematic trap of having 
his two main characters face the 
camera and talk directly to the 
audience. These asides, which 
work well onstage, fare badly in 
film; they destroy the cinematic 
illusion of reality and turn other¬ 
wise believable characters into 
irritatingly self-conscious nar¬ 
cissists. The film versions of 
Shirley Valentine and 84 
Charing Cross Road failed sim¬ 
ilarly in their attempts to 
employ this theatrical device 
onscreen. The problem surfaces 
early in The Sum of Us, making 
the first 15 minutes of the film 
seem awkward and stilted. 
Fortunately, the talking head 
phenomenon becomes less 
problematic as the story pro¬ 
gresses and the depth of the 
author’s aspirations becomes 
more apparent. 

It’s in the family 

The romantic dalliances of 
both father and son do not lead 
to the kind of success the pro¬ 
tagonists envision. And in his 
presentation of love’s obstacle 


course, screenwriter Stevens 
succeeds brilliantly. His story is 
wonderfully unpredictable; the 
specter of AIDS rarely raises its 
ugly head; and the film never 
uses a sledgehammer when a 
feather will suffice. 

As it turns out, Harry, whose 
son is gay, is himself the son of 
a lesbian. The relationship 
between his mother and her 
longtime companion is silently 
presented in evocative black- 
and-white flashbacks, accompa¬ 
nied by Harry’s recollections in 
voiceover. Here, and elsewhere, 
the directors have wisely chosen 
to step back from the material, 
avoiding both sudsy hyperbole 
and preachy didactics. Harry 
explains his unwavering affec¬ 
tion for his gay son by simply 
stating, “Our children are only 
the sum of us - what we add up 
to - our parents and their par¬ 
ents, all the generations.’’ And 
although some of the film’s 
characters do not see homosexu¬ 
ality as the non-issue it has 
become for Harry and Jack, 
even the less tolerant individuals 
are profiled with their self- 
respect intact. 

Co-director Geoff Burton, 
acting as cinematographer, pre¬ 
sents Sydney as a city that is, 
above all, interesting. The peo¬ 
ple, the beaches, the skyline, the 
gay bars are all vibrantly natural 
and real, photographed without 


color filters or soft-focus arti¬ 
fice. This dead-on visual realism 
acts as a wonderful counterpart 
to the sensitivity and restraint of 
Stevens’ screenplay. Early in the 
film, the humor is broad and a 
bit bawdy, but as the story 
expands, we begin to see the 
intricacy and delicacy of the 
human condition exemplified by 
this unique coupling of father 
and son. Love and compassion 
are woven into the fabric of each 
frame and they leave their mark 
in the form of little ripples, run¬ 
ning constantly throughout the 
narrative. 

But precisely what is this 
author trying to convey to his 
audience? What wisdom does 
Australia have to share with the 
world at large? And what place 
do gay people have in the evolu¬ 
tion of our global conscious¬ 
ness? In The Sum of Us, the 
answers to these questions will 
not be found in any plot twist. 
They might best be discovered 
in the simple homily the lesbian 
grandmother passes on to her 
grandson Jeff, through his 
father, Harry: “The greatest 
explorers of all are the explorers 
of the human heart.’’ ▼

'Camille' and 'Spring Awakening' 

Drag and Dregs

O ne of the ways that 
gays and lesbians 
claim their history is 
by digging into what 
has been deemed straight litera¬ 
ture and drama and looking at it 
from a queer perspective. For 
too long we’ve been told in the¬ 
atre that unless a character or a 
play says it’s queer with a capi¬ 
tal Q, it must be straight. This is 
not necessarily so, and two cur¬ 
rent productions on San 
Francisco stages disprove this 
false presumption. 

Earlier this season at Theatre 
Rhinoceros, director Danny 
Scheie re-examined 

Shakespeare’s Twelfth Night from 
a homo perspective. Now, Rhino 
is mounting Charles Ludlum’s 
classic retelling of Camille. If 
being made into a novel (the orig¬ 
inal Camille), an opera (La 
Traviata), and a Greta Garbo film 
{Camille) aren’t enough to make 
this tale queer, then Ludlum’s 
own stage rendition does so with 
remarkable ease. 

When Ludlum premiered 
Camille under the auspices of 
his Ridiculous Theatrical 
Company in Greenwich Village 
in 1973, his performance of 
Marguerite, the tragic courtesan 
of the title, sent shock waves 
through gay and straight theatre¬ 
goers alike. No typical drag 
queen, Ludlum entered the stage 
in a period gown and wig with 


his manly chest hair exploding 
out of Marguerite’s bosom. As 
unfeminine as that sounds, his 
performance was also stunning¬ 
ly female. 

David Hawkins’ revival also 
boasts an outstanding presence 
in the form of Flynn, who plays 
Marguerite. But whereas 
Ludlum’s performance was an 
ironic mix of female and male, 
Flynn is all female, to the extent 
that he’s absolutely startling. 
Every gesture, posture and whip 
of the fan declares that this man 
is a lady. In fact, Flynn’s 
Marguerite is so natural that she 
sometimes detracts from the 
play’s satirical drag style. 

Travesty by design 

The story itself is the stuff of 
which great tragedy - and great 
camp - are made: Marguerite 
Gautier is a popular Parisian 
courtesan in 1848 who suffers 
from consumption. Armand 
Duval (Adam Dugas) is a pas¬ 
sionate young man who takes a 
fancy to her and wins her love in 
return. But their happiness is 
destined not to last. Propriety in 
the form of Armand’s father 
(Phil Dunn) intervenes and con¬ 
vinces Marguerite that she must 
break off with Armand in order 
to save him from social dis¬ 
grace. Doing so breaks her spir¬ 
it, leaving Marguerite suscepti¬ 
ble to consumption. 

In his self-described “traves¬ 
ty” of this story, Ludlum liberal¬ 


ly applies his own combination 
of drag, wit, camp, vaudeville 
farce, melodrama, satire, and 
theatrical genius, turning this 
oozing schmaltzfest into an 
authentic gay play, only without 
losing the power of the original. 

In spite of a generally good 
cast (which includes outstanding 
performances by Mary Knoll as 
Marguerite’s brazen maid, 
Nanine; Elana Amador as 
Marguerite’s kittenish girlhood 
friend, Nichette; Lynne Rose as 
the obnoxious poor pal 
Prudence; and Robert Molossi as 
queerelegant and good-hearted 
Gaston), a terrific set and great 
costumes, director David 
Hawkins seems unable to syn¬ 
thesize the elements into a cohe¬ 
sive whole. Instead, one charac¬ 
ter is melodramatic, one moment 
is satiric, and one piece of busi¬ 
ness is farcical. The end result is 
a rather confusing and off- 
putting amalgamation of styles. 

Nevertheless, it’s early in the 
run and as performances contin¬ 
ue the actors might very well 
pull things together. If nothing 
else, it is a generally entertain¬ 
ing show. Besides, near the end 
is one of the greatest bits of 
comical gay business I’ve ever 
seen. It’s worth seeing. 

Dull ‘Awakening’ 

The same cannot be said of 
the Exit Theatre production of 
Frank Wedekind’s classic 
expressionist drama of adoles¬ 


cence, Spring Awakening. In this 
elegant and moving play, 
Wedekind explores the physical, 
emotional, sexual, and spiritual 
travails of a group of adoles¬ 
cents in a rather strict and 
oppressive adult environment. 

Within the drama lies an inti¬ 
mate homoerotic relationship 
between the two principal male 
characters, Melchior and 
Moritz, and a beautiful scene 
between two other boys, Hans 
and Ernst, that occurs at just the 
moment before adulthood and 
crushing propriety rip them 
apart. In the latter scene it’s 
almost impossible to see the 
relationship as anything other 
than gay. But for more than a 
century it’s been played straight. 

Royd LaBar’s production is 
composed of pretentious gradu¬ 


ate school theatrics and amateur¬ 
ish acting. LaBar’s idea of expos¬ 
ing the hypocrisy of adults is to 
exaggerate their buffoonery and 
cover parts of the actors’ faces 
with grotesque masks. He even 
goes so far as to dress the profes¬ 
sors in fishnet stockings teneath 
their academic robes. Even 
Martha’s (a misguided perfor¬ 
mance by the talented Christine 
Bruno) frank admission that her 
parents beat her regularly comes 
across stilted. ▼

Sunday at Maitri 
Hospice, surrounded by 
friends and family. Kitty was 
known to a wide circle of people 
in San Francisco and Japan as a 
performer, model and artist. 

Kitty performed at San 
Francisco clubs solo and with 
her band, the Clipped Out 
Recipes. Her paintings were 
shown at the Art Lick Gallery, 
Product, and Eichelberger’s, and 
were featured in Japanese and 
American periodicals. She 
appeared in Hollywood films, 
including Tokyo Pop and Bujfy 
the Vampire Slayer, and had 
many roles in campy Japanese 
movies. 

He/she (one pronoun simply 
wasn’t enough) grew up in 
Berkeley, often attending peace 
rallies and alternative events 
with his parents, J.B. and Cleo. 
He became a vegetarian at age 7, 
and at 9 staged a protest at 
Safeway against the killing of 
animals. At age 10 he dyed his 
hair green. 

At Berkeley High, Kitty was 
active in theater. After graduat¬ 
ing in 1980, he joined the San 
Francisco Shakespeare 

Company, touring nationally. 
After two years, he left the com¬ 
pany and began a decade of 
international travel. 

In Tokyo, Kitty became and 
exotic dancer at the Club Banana 
Power, an actor, and a model for 
fashion magazines. His image - 
in blackface, in drag - loomed 
over Tokyo on an advertising 
billboard. His periods in Japan 



usually were followed by quiet 
times in the countryside of 
Thailand. 

In Germany, he performed in 
a circus and appeared in discos 
as a performance artist. His huge 
paintings of glamorous drag 
queens graced the Berlin Wall, 
^tty’s graffiti art also appeared 
on walls in New York and Venice 
Beach. 

In recent years, as AIDS 
reduced his energy, he stayed 
near the Bay Area. Active in the 
Faerie movement, he often visit¬ 
ed their Wolf Creek gathering 
place. Though he continued to 
perform, he became increasingly 
well known for his paintings. 
While Dan’s style showed the 
influence of both Modigliani and 
the Expressionists, its serio- 
Continued on page 42 
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rassed to call it - is a most 
demanding lover. Moreover, 
while his politics are as radical 
as ever, Petronio has actually 
forged the kind of life that queer 
activism was supposed to make 
possible in the first place: At not 
quite 40, he says, he’s finally 
able to savor “the freedom to do 
whatever the fuck I please - and 
what I please is to make some of 
the most shockingly beautiful 
art I can.” 

The Structure 
of Intuition 

Behind Petronio’s reputation 
as a revolutionary, in fact, beats 
the heart of a formalist - and 
he’d be the first to admit it. He 
says, “I started out being inter¬ 
ested in inventing movement -1 
mean, that’s always my love, 
trying to find a new movement - 
but I’ve shifted into (an interest 
in) developing a structure that’s 
based on intuition. So that 
there’s a sense of architecture 
(in the work), but it’s not con¬ 
crete or expected in the way that 
mathematics, for example, 
develops a series or a pyramid 
or whatever. 

“The thing that’s never been 
articulated about my work until 


recently,” he adds, “is that I 
make dances. (My work is) 
about discovering something 
new in terms of structure or 
movement, and I’ve been using 
my specific life as a way to look 
for those inventions. But it’s 
about constructing steps and 
using ideas to construct steps. 
That’s where the craft of making 
a dance is. And that’s very old- 
fashioned.” 

Old-fashioned or not, what 
Petronio’s choreography reveals 
is a complex and, indeed, formal 
framework that depends on a 
high-intensity, rapid-attack 
vocabulary that manages to be 
astonishingly subtle. His com¬ 
pany members, some of whom 
have been with Petronio for 10 
years, are almost preternaturally 
strong - and what’s more, 
they’re sexy as hell. It’s almost 
as if there’s something latent 
inside them that Petronio’s 
choreography brings forward. If 
they seem small and reserved 
when they’re off stage, dancing 
renders them immense. 

Early in the rehearsal - 
Petronio is working on a new 
piece that will premier in a few 
weeks in France - one of 
Petronio’s dancers complains 
that the furious head wobble he 
wants her to do is causing her to 
stagger as she comes out of a 
turn. But Petronio doesn’t 
change it. “You see it as imper¬ 
fect,” he coaxes. “I see it as per¬ 
fect.” 

And that line, more than any¬ 
thing, may sum up Petronio’s 
approach. “There’s something 
really beautiful about seeing 
how different bodies resolve 
problems with different intelli¬ 
gence and different body 
weights and limb sizes, and dif¬ 
ferent training and history,” he 
says later. “If (what I’m doing) 
doesn’t translate into a physical 
problem, I haven’t made dance. 
It’s got to translate somehow 
into the body, so that the body 
can invent a response to the 
idea. That’s very moving to me. 
And that’s really what my life is 
about.” T

Petronio’s dancers are trad¬ 
ing off - a different pair teaches 
every day - and the students 
seem excited and shy about hav¬ 
ing real New York professionals 
in their midst. As the class ends, 
the teenagers come across the 
floor one last time, showing off 
the movement phrases they’ve 
spent most of the class invent¬ 
ing. They’re so awkward and 
self-conscious - and, what is 
captivating, so unaffected - that 
the scene is surprisingly touch¬ 
ing. 

Then the bell rings, the stu¬ 
dents gather up backpacks and 
umbrellas, and the room emp¬ 
ties - except for a small group of 
young dancers who park them¬ 
selves against one wall and wait 
for the next class to begin. There 
are two thin, pale boys, another 
whose darker coloring makes 
him look like most of the kids 
who have just left the studio, 
and a couple of small, almost 
delicate girls. 

And then, as music begins to 
boom out of a portable tape 
recorder (“He’s an orgasm 
addict,” go the lyrics) and the 
dancers start to move, the recog¬ 
nition suddenly dawns: These 
aren’t high school students at 
all, they’re the rest of Petronio’s 
company. And this is no class, 
it’s a full-on, two-and-a-half- 
hour rehearsal during which 
these “delicate” dancers are 
going to perform some of the 
most ravishing, demanding, and 
structurally intricate movement 
you can imagine a choreograph¬ 
er making. 


Rub up against Stephen 
Petronio’s work and that’s the 
kind of shock he’s liable to give 
you. When people talk about 
how “outrageous” Petronio is, 
though - and they do - the deft¬ 
ness of his dancers is not usual¬ 
ly what they have in mind. 
Instead, they’re likely to tell the 
story of how Petronio was 
arrested in London in 1989 for 
wearing a particularly provoca¬ 
tive Vivienne Westwood T-shirt 
on the street. (“It said, ‘Fuck 
Your Mother’ on the sleeve,” 
Petronio explains.) 

Indeed, Petronio has earned a 
reputation as the “bad boy” of 
dance - both onstage and off. 
And if he’s not exactly trying to 
disown that reputation, it does 
tend to follow him around like a 
pesky kid brother. 

“There was a time,” Petronio 
says, “when my public persona 
preceded the work. People did¬ 
n’t really know my work, but 
they knew my reputation - as a 
faggot, basically. And there was 
a certain point - I had just got¬ 
ten involved with ACT UP, this 
was the late ’80s - and I was 
making pieces like Surrender To 
and MiddlesexGorge, and (my 
work) was becoming very much 
about sexual freedom and power 
and control over the body. But 
after a while I began to feel like 
I was trapped in a cartoon of 
myself. It was not like I got tired 
of my politics at all, but I began 
to feel I was making a caricature 
about myself and power. I was 
being asked to do the same thing 
over and over again, not only by 
the audiences but by the critics, 
and I did not want to be stuck 
there artistically. 


“So what ended up happen¬ 
ing was that suddenly, after 
many years, a gay man making 
political art became status quo. 
And at that juncture I began to 
shift away from underlining my 
sexuality and just made it a 
given. But I’ve never tried to 
make ‘political’ art. It’s never 
been performance art. I don’t 
think I’m showing anybody any¬ 
thing except dance.” 

That’s intriguing talk from 
someone who looks like he 
could be the poster child for 
Queer Nation, but Petronio’s 
work - his art, he’s not embar-

The Thrill Has Gone

have encountered Michael 

Rosen’s photographs from 

; Sexual Art: Photographs 

That Test the Limits twice, 
once while they hung at the 
store Good Vibrations and now 
in book form. At first, I looked 
only at the actions of the pic¬ 
tures, documenting the bizarre 
sexual content in my mind. 
(Nail through the dick, knife in a 
mouth, chain up a cunt, etc.) 
Now with the ability to look at 
the photographs at my leisure, I 
find that I review them again 
and again. 

I keep thinking that I will feel 
more engaged by the contents. I 
certainly have discovered 
favorites. But as a whole, the 
book seems to remove the sexu¬ 
al tension from situations that 
should reflect the height of such 
excitement. Still, each time, I 
find myself reacting somewhat 
differently and focusing on a 
different aspect of the photos. 

From one pass through, I 
want to congratulate Michael 
Rosen for having the courage 
and determination to produce 
almost blasphemous art in an 
era known for its censorship. 
But when I look again, I also 
realize that the pictures ulti¬ 
mately bore me. 

The photographs fall into dif¬ 
ferent groups, and each has its 
merits. The first group is pure 
Mapplethorpe, formal black-and- 
white photographs that focus in 
on an anonymous body part. 

In Vicegrips, two industrial- 
size clamps crush a woman’s 
nipples. In Ten Brass Rings, a 
man’s penis and balls are bound 
inside a column of cock rings. 
The images are static, almost 
sterile, but I appreciated them as 
simply beautiful pictures of a 
manipulated body. 

The most evocative photo is 
Simultaneous Penetration. Since 
you cannot see both cocks, you 
are forced to wonder how such 
an act feels, what it means, or 
even if you believe that it is hap¬ 
pening in the picture. 

Another group of photos is 
more difficult to appreciate. A 
man holds his penis up with a 
fire stick inserted into his ure¬ 
thra. He looks so bored you 
wonder if he has fallen asleep 
with his eyes still open. A 
woman, pierced with syringes 
above her breasts, lounges 
against a cloth-covered box with 
a chain coming from her vagina. 
Her expression is completely 
blank. The pictures made me 
think that sexual excess must - 
ultimately - be quite dull. 

Giddy playfulness 

Most of Rosen’s photographs 
show sexual players giddy with 
the broadcast of their unusual 
sexual acts. You can’t help but 
smile at Woody and Mark as 
they look at each other with all¬ 
knowing smiles. Their playful 
attitude is so evident - even Pan 
would cruise these guys. 

In contrast, the photograph 
Yossie shows a man smiling at 
the camera while he shows us 
the head of his dick, which is 
nailed to a four-by-four. While I 
cannot criticize the photo, I am 
also unimpressed. The photo¬ 
graph feels like sexual 
bizarreness for the sake of 
bizarreness and nothing else. 


I’m left with the thought: Well, 
you can hammer a nail through 
your dick. That’s nice ... I guess. 

Rosen’s most engaging 
group of photographs all have 
the same distinct feature. The 
subjects are engaged in their 
own sexuality or with the sexu¬ 
ality of a partner versus waving 
hello to the camera. 

In Jorge and Bill, the 
clenched rising hand and tight¬ 
ened face of the naked man 
being Jerked off by a clothed 
partner suggest his total immer¬ 
sion in the moment. There isn’t 
any posing going on. The image 
excites you, begs your voyeuris¬ 
tic side to come closer. The 
beauty of the sexual moment is 
crystal clear. 

Ravenlight and Ilene is per¬ 
haps most representative of the 
collection as a whole. A woman 
is double-fisting another 
woman. Both women seem more 
interested in the camera than the 
fact that any sexual interaction is 
taking place. The woman being 
fisted is upside down on her 
back. I imagine her saying. 


“Cheese,” as Rosen clicks the 
camera shutter. The other 
woman’s expression suggests 
the possibilities that this book 
sometimes touches upon. Her 
expression is direct but some¬ 
what reserved, perhaps even shy. 
While she has had a mastecto¬ 
my, she is comfortable with both 
her stance and her penetration 
into the other’s woman cunt. 

This woman is creating her 
sexuality without anyone else’s 
directions, expectations or 
boundaries. Michael Rosen’s 
subjects are true pioneers. 
Sometimes, Rosen captures the 
thrill, intimacy, honesty and 
strength of these players on the 
frontier. At other times, he slips 
back into the distance that the 
camera provides, separating the 
players from their acts and 
keeping the audience from 
appreciating them. T

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Facing the demons 

But regardless of OutWrite 
’95’s myriad topics, world poli¬ 
tics and the American GOP 
agenda seemed to find their way 
into virtually every discussion. 
“I want us to stop this factional- 
izing of the gay community,” 
Jennifer Levin said during her 
presentation on a panel about 
book reviewing. “We have to 
dare to face these truly more 
dangerous demons who want us 
dead.” 

Some 300 writers participat¬ 
ed in panels, the Outspoken 
Readers Series, workshops and 
public conversations. “It was 
wonderful to see all the new 
faces and hear the new voices,” 
said Michele Karlsberg, coordi¬ 
nator of the Outspoken Literary 
Series, “but it was impossible 
not to miss the writers who 
aren’t here.” 

AIDS has taken an obvious 
toll on the writing community. 
The prolific author and editor 
John Preston, a speaker at four 
previous conferences, died last 
year, as did poet and perfor¬ 
mance artist Assoto Saint. Paul 
Monette, winner of the National 
Book Award, and Stan 
Leventhal, author and publisher, 
both died early this year. At the 
opening of the conference, the 
traditional “calling of the names” 
went on for several minutes as 
the audience called out names of 
writers who died in 1994. 

OutWrite has evolved over 
the last five years from focusing 
exclusively on fiction writing to 
providing a more comprehen¬ 
sive view of literature. Panels 
and workshops devoted to sports 
writing, transgender issues, spir¬ 
ituality, performance art, and 
writing for children and young 
adults, now take their place 
alongside standard ones on 
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Outwrite ’95

audience of more than 2,000 to 
“watch each other’s backs. We 
are in the midst of a real crisis. 
We have to fight for our political 
lives. We have to write the truth 
with courage and conviction. 
We have to ask ourselves how 
we can best use our unique voic¬ 
es to create change.” 

Tony Kushner, the Pulitzer 
Prize-winning playwright of the 
critically acclaimed Angels in 
America, delivered the second 
keynote address. “Everything 
now is being overshadowed by 
what is going on in Congress,” 
he observed. “It’s as if we went 
to bed in 1994 and woke up in 
1953 - only 1953 was better. 
The enemy is swarming up 


from the rear.” During his more 
than hour-long address, he 
developed a metaphor for the 
current political climate when 
he stated: “A good play should 
feel as if it was just rescued 
from chaos. I call myself an 
artist because the world is in a 
downward spiral.” 

During the next two days, 
there were more than 100 
events, from all-star panel dis¬ 
cussions and conversations 
between authors to readings, 
parties, even how-to workshops. 
Several panels were developed 
specifically to discussing the 
roles of queer writers in “the 
Newt era,” as one panel called it, 
while several traced the roots of 
right-wing ideology, and others 
examined the relationship 
between writing and imperial¬ 
ism. 
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queer autobiography and 
biographies, writing and class 
structure, play writing and AIDS 
writing. 

In a discussion of gender 
issues and writing, novelist 
Maureen Brady noted, “I think 
writing has many genders.” A 
moment later, Kate Bornstein, a 
transgendered performance 
artist and writer, said, “As an 
artist, I play with identity. It is 
not crossing gender, it is practic¬ 
ing my art. I don’t see gender as 
male/female. Gender is a cate¬ 
gory and characters have many 
aspects other than gender. I 
wonder what the gender line is 
going to look like in 40 years?” 


Cherrie Moraga was expect¬ 
ed to give the Audre Lorde 
Memorial Lecture, but she can¬ 
celed due to illness. A film. 
Litany for Survival: The Life 
and Work of Audre Lorde, was 
screened instead. 

The closing session featured 
Luis Alfaro, a Los Angeles- 
based performance artist and 
playwright, who had recently 
returned from an artists’ 
exchange program in Mexico 
City. Wearing little more than a 
baggy, black nylon slip, he chal¬ 
lenged the audience to look 
closely at AIDS and the cultural 
changes going on today in the 
gay community. T

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'Men's Style' Comes to the Party 


It’s About Style - Maybe

eing gay is about more 
than sex; it’s also about 
dispensable income. At 
least that’s what mar¬ 
ket surveys seem to indicate. 
And major advertisers, eager to 
tap into the affluent urban gay 
male market, are positively sali¬ 
vating over the March launch of 
the new magazine. Men's Style. 

Senior Vice-President 
Donald Embinder has crafted 
the bi-monthly gay magazine to 
give advertisers just what they 
want, and it seems to be work¬ 
ing. The premiere issue includes 
advertisements from national 
names like Perrier and The 
Sharper Image in addition to 
several prominent liquor and 
entertainment companies. How 
did Men’s Style hook so many 
big names before printing a sin¬ 
gle issue? Numbers. Over 
105,000 free copies are being 
mailed out to a controlled circu¬ 
lation, and another 75,000 
copies will be available on 
newsstands. That makes Men’s 
Style the largest gay magazine in 
the country, larger than Out and 
the Advocate combined. 

As the founder of Blueboy, 
Embinder brings important 
expertise to Men’s Style. 
“Twenty years ago, I was trying 
to suggest to mainstream adver¬ 
tisers that gay men were an 
affluent market,’’ he said in a 
recent interview. “We had occa¬ 
sional breakthroughs, but people 
couldn’t even conceive of the 
notion. Over the past couple of 
years, however, as I have 
watched the growth of Out mag¬ 
azine in terms of advertising, it 
seemed to me that there is now 
an opportunity to develop a 
magazine positioned to reach 
mainstream advertisers.’’ 

Despite the progress in 
expanding markets, advertisers 
are still somewhat hesitant to 
place ads in the gay press, as 
evidenced by the few ad pages 
in Men’s Style. Notably absent 
are major fashion accounts, who 
would seem the most likely 
sponsors of this new venture. 
After all. Men’s Style deliberate¬ 
ly caters to advertisers’ desires. 
Urban populations are specifi¬ 
cally targeted, as are slightly 
older men with money. The 
Generation X, street fashion, 
club kid demographic has given 
way to the baby boomer, suit- 
and-tie guppie. And as the title 
suggests. Men’s Style is aimed 
solely at men - in particular, gay 
men. 

“We wanted a specific focus, 
unlike the Advocate or Out, 
which are focused on both gay 
men and the lesbian, market,’’ 
Embinder said. “We felt that 
there were a significant portion 
of advertisers that wanted to 
reach gay men, and consequent¬ 
ly, per thousand readers, we 
would be a more efficient buy, 
giving them 100 percent gay 
men. instead of 60 or 70 per¬ 
cent.’’ 

Despite Embinder’s focus, 
however. Men’s Style has an 
ambiguous enough title and a 
largely asexual slant that may 
appeal across lines of sexual ori¬ 
entation. Editor Marvin Bevans, 
also formerly of Blueboy, insists 
that straight men may find the 
magazine just as interesting as 
gay men. 

“There are a lot of straight or 
closeted men who are intrigued 


with the gay lifestyle, and this 
magazine may give them license 
to explore that side of them¬ 
selves safely,” says Bevans. 
“Editorially, I wanted to reach 
out to a lifestyle that not only 
includes issues that are specifi¬ 
cally gay, but also includes 
things like wine, growing 
orchids, going to auctions.” 

Bevans has a fairly specific 
concept of his typical reader: 
“The young or middle-aged 
executive, someone who works 
as a computer software program¬ 
mer and has a house in Trenton, 
New Jersey, has a garden and 
entertains, and likes to buy a 
Donna Karan suit,” he says. 
Appearances to the contrary, 
Bevans insists Men’s Style is not 
strictly a high-gloss glamour 
magazine for the tony set. “I 
want it to be stylish,” he 
exclaims, “because it’s about 
style, but I don’t want to exclude 
people who may not live where 
there aren’t gourmet restaurants.” 


Men’s Style hits the news¬ 
stands with confidence, looking 
perfectly at home alongside 
industry giants like GQ and 
Esquire with its clean, albeit 
staid and unremarkable, design. 
The premiere issue includes 
slick, high-brow fashion 
spreads, short interviews with 
drag performer Charles Busch 
and author Edmund White, and 
features on travel, fitness and 
entertainment. 

Despite claims of being the 
largest gay magazine before a 
single copy has even been sold, 
the measure of success for 
Men’s Style will be how many 
readers think the magazine is 
worth paying for. Mainstream 
advertisers and guaranteed ini¬ 
tial circulation notwithstanding. 
Men’s Style will have to prove 
itself to even more advertisers 
and increase paid readership on 
an unprecedented scale in order 
to meet its quite lofty expecta¬ 
tions. T

. brewing Muses 

singer/songwriter/gui- 
tarist Kristin Hersh has 
always been at her best 
when gleefully fucking with 
the conventions of rock ’n’ roll 
songwriting. Hence the frac¬ 
tured melodies and rapid-fire 
changes in tempo, texture, and 
mood that have characterized 
her songs since the band’s 
1986 debut. So it’s a little 
unnerving to hear the attempt 
at an alt-rock crowd-pleaser 
like “Bright Yellow Gun,’’ 
which kicks off the Muses’ lat¬ 
est album. University. This 
song is the band’s most self- 
conscious stab at a hit since 
“Dizzy” from 1989’s 
Hunkapapa, but it fortunately 
has little in common with the 
rest of the album. 

University grows darker and 
more spellbinding with each 
successive song. Arguably the 
best cut is the title track, which 
begins with 20 seconds or so of 
baby talk courtesy of Hersh’s 
young son before a plaintive 
guitar creeps in and electronic 
effects render a chorus of young 
voices faint and distorted, like 
children calling from the bottom 
of a well. It’s a genuinely eerie 
song. 

There’s unexpected humor 


on “Fever Few,” where Hersh 
turns the rumblings of someone 
in the throes of a raging fever 
into what occasionally resem¬ 
bles a comic monologue: 
“Maybe it’s the fever. I’d kill to 
see you fly ... And for a glass of 
water before I die ... How many 
of you are there? ... I see, like 
three.” 

On other songs, Hersh pares 


her lyrics down to just a few 
lines. It’s not a matter of saying 
more with less so much as let¬ 
ting the music carry the song, a 
method that works especially 
well on “Surf Cowboy.” That 
song’s Jokey title is deceptive; 
it’s a gorgeous, melancholy 
piece of music. 

After a couple of mediocre 
Throwing Muses albums and 


Hersh’s brilliant solo album last 
year, the singer’s record compa¬ 
ny reportedly put gentle pres¬ 
sure on her to dismantle the 
Muses (now a trio consisting of 
Hersh, drummer David Narcizo, 
bassist Bernard Georges) and 
strike out on her own. It’s a 
good thing she wasn’t swayed. 
University is easily the best 
album so far this year and a stir¬ 


ring return to form for Throwing 
Muses. ▼

read an article awhile ago 
about a series of murders in 
San Diego that were labeled 
NHI, meaning “No Human 
Involved,” because the victims 
were all female prostitutes. 
More recently, 1 read that a seri¬ 
al killer might be working the 
Polk Gulch area of San 
Francisco, but since the victims 
were all male prostitutes, the 
police were not looking very 
hard for their killer. 

Ah, yes. One of the delights 
of patriarchy (and with 
Republicans in charge we now 
have patriarchy to the tenth 
power) is the notion of throw¬ 
away people, people who, 
because of gender or ethnicity, 
employment status or whatever, 
are considered to be without 
value. 

Penny Mickelbury’s second 



Naiad mystery. Night Songs, is a 
tightly constructed novel about 
serial murders in Washington, 
D.C. Because the victims are 
black and female and prosti¬ 
tutes, the police are not making 
any great efforts to solve the 


cases, or even to admit that they 
might be the work of a serial 
killer. Enter Lieutenant Gianna 
Maglione, head of the Hate 
Crimes Unit, who insists that 
these women were killed 
because of their gender and are 
victims of hate crimes. 
Meanwhile, Maglione’s lover, 
Mimi Patterson, an investigative 
reporter, is trying to write a 
story on prostitutes, but her sub¬ 
jects keep disappearing. 

Night Songs is a compelling 
look at the politics of police 
work, the ways in which even 
the murder victims receive cut- 
rate justice based on socio-eco¬ 
nomic status. Mickelbury has 
resolved the procedural prob¬ 
lems that plagued her earlier 
novel, and the result is a power¬ 
ful and frightening novel about 
the power of evil, and the evil 
inherent in having too much 
power. ▼

March Marathons

arch 5th was the 
beginning of the 
1995 marathon sea¬ 
son for the Bay 
Area Distance Runners. Many 
from BADR had a marvelous 
time at the Napa Valley 
Marathon, while others experi¬ 
enced a wet and wild run at the 
Los Angeles Marathon. 

Weather systems that were 
supposed to bring storms across 
California didn’t quite make it 
to Napa, but did provide partici¬ 
pants with cloud cover and tem¬ 
peratures in the 50s, perfect 
conditions for marathon run¬ 
ning.

Studach called Mello’s mark in 
the Napa Valley Marathon “out¬ 
standing” and said his presence 
on the team is “truly inspira¬ 
tional for all of us.” 

Studach was equally excited 
by Kathy Brown, who complet¬ 
ed her first marathon at Napa in 
4:12. “For a long time she 
insisted that she couldn’t run a 
marathon,” Studach noted. “She 
claimed she was dying after 
running only 12 miles.” But 
under the tutelage of BADR 
teammates Vikki Friedman, 
Terry Baransy and others, she 
successfully completed the 26.2 
mile run and now plans on run¬ 
ning the Paris Marathon in 
April. 

BADR is noted for helping 
many first time runners achieve 
their marathon goals. At Napa, 
new personal best marks were 
turned in by Carmen McHugh 
(3:28), Sean McHugh (3:34), 
Anna Bolick (3:43), Laura 


Pettibone (3:46) and Pat Simon 
(3:52). For Simon, it was a goal 
she had been struggling to make 
since she joined BADR. 

“I’ve been trying to break the 
four-hour barrier for a couple 
years,” she sighed with relief 
after the race. “Finally after 
about seven marathons, that 
BADR training lifted me over 
the hurdle. This really feels 
good.” 

Others finishing for the 
BADR squad at Napa included 
John Kruse and Peter Lundberg 
(both at 3:21), Jesus Mora 
(3:27), Aaron Levin (3:34), 
Mary Gleason (3:41), Ken 
Yeager (3:56), Terry Baransy 
and Vikki Friedman (both 4:12), 
and Dave Studach (4:20). 

The good times BADR mem¬ 
bers enjoyed in Napa didn’t 
hold forth at the Los Angeles 
Marathon. In Southern 
California, the wind and rain 
arrived as predicted and the run¬ 
ners had to endure miserable 
conditions throughout their 26.2 
mile run. 

Finishing for BADR were 
Jim Daniel, Marc Gardner, Sig 
Olson, Joe Riga and Glenda 
Wong. A wet and shivering 
Olson said after the race, “It 
was unbelievable out on the 
course. It was all I could do to 
keep from being blown away.” 
Wong had hoped to run a 
Boston-qualifying time at LA, 
but realized at the 20-mile mark 
that sloshing through the rain 
and wind would prevent her 
from clocking the mark of 3:50 
she needed. She did manage, 
however, to clock 3:54, which 
is remarkable considering the 
conditions. 

This is just the start of what 
will be a very prolific season for 
the Bay Area Distance Runners. 
In April, various members will 
compete in marathons in 
London, Paris, and Big Sur. 
Later in the year brings 
Grandma’s Marathon in Duluth, 
Minnesota (June), the San 
Francisco Marathon (July), and 
the Berlin Marathon 
(September). The club will host 
its popular fourth annual Half 
Marathon along San Francisco’s 
waterfront on May 21st.
